Boston City Council and Somerville mayoral endorsements 


Fresh starts 


HIS city-council elec- 

tions have offered interesting 

contrast between activism and 
apathy. The at-large contest, which 
saw two feisty challengers enter the 
race Matt O’Malley and Patricia 
White offers real choices. And the 
District Four race between incumbent 
Charles Yancey Mattapan and chal- 
lenger Ego Ezedi lively, albeit acri- 
monious, contest between two strong 
candidates. The District Six contest 
airing important issues. But four dis- 
trict councilors, James Kelly South 
Boston, Maureen Feeney of Dorch- 
ester, Rob Consalvo Hyde Park, 
and Chuck Turner Roxbury, are 
running unopposed. Meanwhile the 
challengers opposing Paul Scapicchio 
the North End, Jerry McDermott 
Allston-Brighton, and Mike Ross 
the Back Bay and Fenway par- 
ticularly strong. 

Maybe this why only 13.58 per- 
cent registered voters turned out 
for the September preliminary 
election. Then again, maybe not. 
Only minority citizens pays 
enough attention municipal politics 
understand what's stake when 
local officials are for re-election: 
budgetary oversight, policy changes 
education, affordable housing, 
funding for arts programs, and lead- 
ership hot-button social issues like 
marital rights for same-sex couples, 
among many other things. 

With all that mind, the Phoenix 
offers its endorsements this year’s 
council race. the at-large race, the 
Phoenix endorses Michael Flaherty. 
First elected four years ago, Flaherty 
coming into his potential city 
councilor. He’s finishing out his sec- 
ond, albeit controversial, term city- 
council president, during which al- 
lowed the school-busing contract 
broken into pieces rather 
than bidding one gigantic pack- 
for which Laidlaw was the only 
company that could feasibly meet the 
job saving the city $10 million for 
the school year. 

From the very start his tenure the coun- 
cil, Flaherty has also advocated increasing the 
number school zones the city. Currently 
there are three, situation that results ridicu- 
lously wide swaths the city being zoned to- 
gether one zone, for instance, pairs Readville 
with South Boston. While there enough 
schools the city return neighborhood 
schools, there are enough increase the number 
zones six, seven, eight thereby retain- 
ing element parental choice, but increasing 
the possibility that students will attend schools 
closer their homes. The school department re- 
cently announced that will study the idea and 
come with proposal. 

Flaherty also staunch supporter the 
right same-sex couples marry. While it’s 
not city-council issue, it’s important for every 
elected official show leadership this crucial 
matter basic fairness. addition quibbling 
with Flaherty’s parochial use Rule 19, which 
lets the council president table any proposal not 
deemed relevant city business, would also 
like see Flaherty less Menino man.

Her campaign fix pot- 
holes, meanwhile, demonstrates her 
fundamental understanding that con- 
stituent services are city 
top responsibility. And she supports 
the right same-sex couples wed. 

The Phoenix also endorses Felix 
Arroyo the at-large race. Arroyo 
important progressive voice 
the council. understands that the 
council the exact place give 
voice frustration with the USA 

Act, for instance. He’s also 
formed important alliance with 
District Seven councilor Chuck 
Turner that should not broken 
up. the only Latino member 
the council shock, considering 
the increasing numbers Latinos 
throughout the city. such, per- 
forms the valuable service giving 
voice minority that has few 
elected representatives throughout 
the state. also supports the rights 
same-sex couples wed. 

Finally, the Phoenix endorses Pa- 
tricia White the at-large race. 
White has put together impres- 
sively well-organized race for first- 
time challenger raising more 
than $140,000. Surely some that 
can attributed her family pedi- 
gree: her father, Kevin, was mayor 
Boston for four terms from 1967 
1983. White strong candidate 
her own right, however. She 
steeped politics, having served 
Steven deputy field di- 
rector during his 2002 run for gov- 
ernor. 1992 and she did 
press work for the Clinton-Gore 
campaigns. And 1990, undergraduate 
University, she worked John Silber’s 
campaign for governor. Meanwhile, like 
our other three picks for the at-large race, 
she supports the right same-sex cou- 
ples wed. 33, White would bring 
great energy the council and reason- 
ably progressive view what Boston 
needs terms housing and edu- 
cation make the city better place. This 
view, course, would informed her 
years on-the-ground experience poli- 
tics, well long historical connection and 
commitment Boston from both sides her 
family. would very interesting see what 
this new generation old-line, well-connect- 
political family brings the council chamber. 

District Four, the Phoenix endorses Ego 
Ezedi for city council. The race between Ezedi 
and incumbent councilor Charles Yancey has 
devolved into bitter, divisive, racially charged 
slugfest. Yet Ezedi has emerged the clear choice 
this race. associate minister the Morn- 
ing Star Baptist Church, Ezedi has brought 
energy and vibrancy political campaigning 
that residents Mattapan and Dorchester 
seen for years. takes seriously the job 
district city councilor, advocating filling pot- 
holes, getting abandoned cars removed, and 
putting street signs place. 

Ezedi cut his political teeth with street-savvy 
urban pol, Congressman Michael Capuano, for 
whom aide. (Ezedi took leave ab- 
sence campaign for the District Four council 


seat.) Ezedi elected, Capuano will doubt 
prove important mentor the 30-year- 
old city councilor. Though firmly en- 
sconced within Boston’s community conser- 
vative African-American clergy Minister Don 
Muhammad has endorsed Ezedi’s run for office 
the challenger nonetheless rejects the anti- 
gay and anti-Semitic thinking that sometimes 
surfaces these circles. Ezedi, for example, 
strong backer civil unions for same-sex cou- 
ples. His candidacy offers the possibility posi- 
tive change District Four. 

District Six, the Phoenix endorses incum- 
bent John Tobin. Since taking office two years 
ago, Tobin has grown his job district coun- 
cilor. many accounts, his record con- 
stituent services spotless. also ardent 
advocate for the arts one the few elected 
officials, not the only one, take such 
stance. stand-up comic himself, Tobin under- 
stands the value that creative people visual 
artists, writers, musicians, and performance 
artists bring community. has brought 
artistic performances West Centre 
Street, which shuts down dusk. And has al- 
ready pledged veto next year’s city budget 
more money for the arts isn’t included. All that 
said, the race mounted challenger Francesca 
Fordiani has been impressive. Fordiani based 
Jamaica Plain area District Six which 
the West Roxbury—based Tobin does not pay 
much attention should. Fordiani, social 
worker and performance artist herself, has many 
thoughtful things say about affordable hous- 
ing, constituent services for lower-income resi- 
dents and people color, and the need for vi- 
brant arts community. Hers not protest can- 
didacy serious run the office. Should 
Tobin win, wise have lengthy sit- 
down meeting with Fordiani after the campaign 
pick her brain about how better. 


Somerville 

The Phoenix endorses Joe Curtatone for 
mayor Somerville. the unexpected match-up 
between Curtatone and Somerville businessman 
Tony Lafuente (incumbent mayor Dorothy Kelly 
Gay finished third the preliminary election), 
Curtatone the clear choice. has eight years 
experience Somerville politics, having served 
the board aldermen since 1996. pas- 
sionate, energetic, and eager assume office. 

Somerville faces host problems. The city 
was hard hit state cuts local aid, forcing the 
layoffs teachers and the closing fire sta- 
tion. reason think that the next fis- 
cal year bring more the same. Curta- 
tone has offered hard-nosed approach 
budgeting that would force department heads 
justify their annual expenditures. the same 
time, former chair the finance committee 
for the board aldermen, Curtatone does not 
claim that there are pots money found. 
But does believe funds can reallocated 
within departments and even across depart- 
ments possibly save positions the police, 
fire, and school departments. 

Unlike Lafuente, Curtatone would 
like see the police top 
job taken out civil service order 
give the mayor authority appoint 
a police commissioner — as most big 
cities already do. also wants see 
more officers out the streets work- 
ing with the community eliminate 
the terror imposed residents 
the East Somerville gang known MS-13. 

Development Assembly Square, course, 
one the biggest, not the biggest, issue fac- 
ing the city the decades come. Curtatone 
wants see stop the parcel. wants 
see green space developed. And wants busi- 
ness development with residential units place. 
This not unreasonable vision for the parcel. 
fact, it’s great vision, one that Kelly Gay em- 
braced but was unable get off the ground. The 
politically savvy Curtatone easily the best 
choice for getting things moving Assembly 
Square political minefield bottom-line- 
oriented developers and obstructionist activists. 

The next mayor Somerville will have hit 
the ground running. While Lafuente has many 
positive attributes, he’s simply too inexperienced 
assume political office come January. The job

Cre- 
ating individual character isn’t one his 
strengths; never even quite believed that his 
Porgy was disabled. Anne Fridal, the suddenly 
widowed Serena, had the best voice the 
opening-night cast (most the principal 
roles are double-cast), but her performance 
seemed affected; “My Man’s Gone Now” 
looked more “acted” than felt. smaller 
roles, Thomas Elliott (Jake), Leon Browne 
(Honey Man), and Derec Allen (Crabman) 
were better. But many the voices sounded 
thin even over the small orchestra. The subti- 
tles would have helped they hadn’t been 
tiny and blurry. 

Conductor Zoltan Papp kept things mov- 
ing, with few cuts. But one them seri- 
ous omission: Porgy’s mysterious “Buzzard 
Song,” his most profound musical utterance, 
which chooses love over superstition. 
view Porgy’s length, it’s customary these 
days split the work two rather than pre- 
serve three-act structure. But this 
undermines Gershwin’s musical design. 
intended each act end with large commu- 
nal chorus. Nowadays, the intermission fol- 
lows rape Bess. Gershwin’s em- 
phasis community becomes emphasis 
the melodramatic and the sensational. 

James Fouchard’s staircases and fagades 
crowd the stage, but good way; it’s like 
looking miniature the original 
production. Except for Bess’s flaming red vel- 
vet dress, Candace costumes seem 
just right. Economy can often inspire imagi- 
nation. But this Porgy and Bess also econo- 
mizes great singing, superb acting, and 
thoughtful stage direction. It’s worthy look 
most ambitious work that 
suggest Porgy’s true majesty.

Globe union members boycott NECN 


Union employees at the Boston Globe will refuse to appear on New England Cable 
News “for at least the next month,” according to a statement released this week by the 
Boston Newspaper Guild. The action represents the latest development in an ongoing 
contract dispute that has left the paper's 1200 Guild members working without a 


contract for the past 34 months. 


The proximate cause of the boycott: lingering resentment over the one-week, unpaid 
suspension of business reporter Jeffrey Krasner, who was punished in September for 
displaying a pro-union sign in the background of the Globe's in-house TV studio. The 
sign popped during segment NECN that was broadcast from the 


newsroom on August 22. 


The sign reportedly said my STANDARD OF LIVING, ERODING DAILY — a spoof on the 
slogan, YOUR WORLD, UNFOLDING (My account 
one-man protest misreported the message his sign, and erroneously 
Stated that the sign was on his desk when it was picked up on NECN; see “Media,” This 


Just in, September 5.) 


“We've asked our members not to take part in New England Cable News 
broadcasts,” said Boston Newspaper Guild president Steve Richards, a copy editor 
in the sports department. Asked whether there would be any repercussions for 
members who choose to go on NECN anyway, Richards responded, “We’re not 
going to chop anyone’s fingers off or kick anyone out of the union shouid they 
choose to appear.” But he added, “I think we’ll have very strong support” 

Charles Kravetz, NECN’s vice-president news and station manager, sounded 


unconcerned about the boycott. 


“This is an internal matter inside the Globe, and frankly they've done a 
marvelous job of putting their editors and nonunion personne! on. it hasn't had 
much effect on NECN.” Kravetz said. “We're pleased with the peopie who've been 
NECN, and hope that whatever union issues facing are 


quickly so that we can get back to normal.” 

The has had partnership with NECN dating back 
the mid 1990s. Streaming-video reports from NECN are 
featured prominently on the Globe's Web site, Boston.com. 

On Monday, Guild members held the latest in a string of 
rallies outside the Globe's headquarters, at 135 Morrissey 
Boulevard. According to Richards, the crowd reached about 500 
at its peak, with protesters from other labor unions marching 
alongside Globe employees. The prop of the day: a large, 
inflatable rat. 

Richards said that management and the union remain 
divided over issues such as subcontracting, a management 
proposal to weaken seniority as a criterion for layoffs, and the 
7 $s cor ution to the employee health-insurance plan.

Boston's history 

From her first run for mayor against White in 1967 to her second 
four years later, the White- y defined city politics. And the 
relatively cordial private enjoyed with White behind 
closed doors always ensured her more than a modicum of 
influence with her public rival. Both, after all, were children of 
Boston's Irish political petit Her father was the much beloved — in 
South Boston, at least — Judge William Day, for whom Day 
Boulevard in that neighborhood is named. White's father, Joe, was 
a City-council president, state senator, and commissioner of public 
works. Just as breeding spoke to breeding in the cold-roast 
precincts of Beacon Hill and Back Bay, so too did this son of West 
Roxbury via Jamaica Plain and this daughter of South Boston have 
an intuitive understanding of each other. 

This was something Joe Timilty, the former city councilor and 
state senator who was White's later rival, never achieved. Maybe it 
was a guy thing. Perhaps the Williams-educated, neo-Brahmin 
White, infused as he was with a touch of the Kennedys and 
inspired a bit by New York mayor John Lindsay, had Timilty sized up 
and didn’t like what he saw. They were boys from the same clan, 
but from different sides of a divide. True, Timilty's father was a crony 
of Joseph P. Kennedy and a Boston fire commissioner. But his son 
was a former Marine, not a college graduate. Class, which for so 
long divided WASP from immigrant, thus cleaved Irish Boston. 

A great source of Hicks’s personal appeal and power was her 
retro sense of femininity.

Although she was an early member of 
the National Organization for Women, her traditional upbringing 
senior that flattery and charm, more often than not, were the 
ways to get what you wanted from a man. And if that didn't work, 
you resorted to politics. Hardball politics, if need be. 

And Hicks could be hard. She was best known for her unyielding 

stance against court-ordered busing and her militant support of 

neighborhood schools. Unlike Boston School Committee members 
nies Kerrigan and Pixie Palladino, brittle personalities who later 
supplanted her on the front lines of those opposed to busing, she 
was not, | believe, a racist. Yet many of her supporters were. Her 
slogan, “You know where | stand,” skillfully allowed the public to 
project on to her what they wished. It is an uncomfortable truth that 
she never publicly confronted the darker passions of some those 
partisans. But she was a politician, not a saint. 

The first three years of what came to be known as the busing 
crisis, which began in 1974, were indeed dark. At the beginning of 
every school year, riots rocked the streets of South Boston and 
Charlestown. Hundreds of truncheon-wielding, black-leather-clad 
United States marshals reinforced an army of Boston, state, and 
Metropolitan District Commission police. Parts of the city were 
under siege. Blacks were beaten and attacked in those and other 
white neighborhoods. And whites were likewise assaulted in 
minority neighborhoods. The city was turf-crazy, race-crazy. For 
many, these were the worst years of their lives. 

The federally ordered busing was the result of undeniably racist 
policies of the elected Boston School Committee, of which Hicks 
was a member. Simply put, more money was spent on schools 
attended white children than those attended black 
children.

resulted in white flight from the city and a rush to private and 
Catholic schools — although the Boston archdiocese, to its credit, 
did all it could to question the motives of those seeking asylum, as 
opposed to education, in its schools. 

Today, the Boston Public Schools are more “segregated” than 
they were when the busing program began. Now, however, 
students of color are in the majority. The buses still roll. Millions are 
still spent annually on transportation — as opposed to pure 
education — costs. The noble, if elusive, goal of racial integration 
was never achieved. Boston still bears the scars of those years, 
although the wounds have largely healed, thanks in a very large 
part to the efforts of one of Hicks's lieutenants, Raymond Flynn 
The former state representative and city councilor, who as mayor 
engaged the city in both subtle and vigorous forms of talk therapy, 
helped revive this municipality from its nervous collapse. So history 
teaches its sometimes cruel, sometimes unexpected lessons. 

But what Hicks? Once household name, she now 
remembered only by those of a certain age. | don't think it’s truly 
possible to consider Hicks without White — and White without 
Hicks. White was the candidate and the embodiment of white, 
middle-class, largely Catholic — and Jewish, although Boston's 
Jewish population was small — upward mobility. Most of his 
supporters may have had blue-collar paychecks, but they had 
middle-class values, and upper-middle-class aspirations for their 
children. Hicks was the candidate of a more tribal Boston, a Boston 
that still nursed more grudges than it forgave. Home, church, and 
neighborhood were the understandable and noble trinity they held 
sacred. White was an agent for change, Hicks a representative of 
stasis.

One of the high points in Al Sharpton’s October 27 
appearance at Harvard’s Kennedy School of Government — 
which doubled as an installment of MSNBC’s Hardball: 
Battle for the White House, in which host Chris 
Matthews interviews Democratic presidential 
candidates — came when the cameras weren't 
rolling. Three-quarters of the way through the 
perfectly crafted one-liners — Matthews 
mused out loud about a Freaky Friday-type 
scenario in which Sharpton’s mind would be 
transplanted, mid campaign, into another 
candidate’s body. “It would be interesting,” 
Matthews said wistfully. 

But while Sharpton was his dependably 
entertaining self for most of the one-hour session, 
he did hit some rough spots. One came when an 
audience member asked Sharpton about comments he made 
in 1994 at New Jersey's Kean College: 

Student: “In 1994, in a forum very similar to this one, you 
were quoted as saying, ‘White folks were in caves while we 
were building empires. ... We taught philosophy, astrology, and 
mathematics before Socrates and those Greek homos.’ What 
should the American voter make of that comment?” 

Sharpton: “First of all, what | said at a speech was, | talked 
about — you know, this was a forum. I’m glad you raised it 
because, give the whole context. This was a forum after we 
were dealing with this book that had come out saying we were 
innately inferior and that we could not compete, that there was 
something wrong with blacks. [Sharpton was apparently 
referring to 1994's The Bell Curve: Intelligence and Class 
Structure in American Life, by Charles Murray and Richard J. 
Herrnstein.] And | said — first of all, | went through this whole 
thing about how we are not inferior and compared us to 
different stages in history. And many of the whites in the

Here, Matthews interrupted Sharpton for a commercial break. 
When the show resumed, Matthews moved immediately to 
another audience question: are US voters ready to elect an 
African-American president? By now, Sharpton’s trademark 
eloquence had returned. “Progress has never been made when 
America was ready,” he said. “Progress was made when those 
that were ready to fight were ready. ... Those of us that are 
ready not to be bound because of race or because of our 
sexual orientation or gender, and those of us that believe in 
progressive politics, we're no longer going to be marginalized, 
we're no longer going to have to take a sidestep in this party. 
We're coming front and center, ‘cause we're ready to lead the 
party.”

Sharpton brings his routine Harvard 


It was quite a shift. In the span of five minutes, Sharpton went 
from haltingly defending some truly problematic comments to 

sounding an inclusive clarion call sure to appeal to 
disaffected lefties. It’s no surprise that the quick-witted 
Sharpton pulled it off, but it is disappointing that 
Matthews let him get away with it. Soon after, 
during another break in taping, Matthews gave 
Sharpton some unsolicited advice. “Say The 
Boys in the Band is your favorite movie,” 
Matthews suggested, referring to the landmark 

1970 film about a group of gay men attending 
a birthday party. “That'll get you off the hook for 
the ‘Greek homos’ comment. Because | noticed 
you did a 180 on it three minutes later with the 
‘sexual orientation’ remark.” 
The forgiving tone Matthews’s comments, and 
his decision to make them off-camera, point to the fatal 
flaw of Monday's event. While Matthews pressed Sharpton on 
some policy issues, he also gave the reverend’s biggest 
liabilities a wide berth. For example, there was no mention of 
Sharpton’s role in the 1987 Tawana Brawley case, in which 
Sharpton and others falsely accused New York’s Dutchess 
County assistant DA Steven Pagones of raping a 15-year-old 
African-American girl. And no one addressed the inflammatory 
and possibly anti-Semitic comments made by Sharpton after a 
car driven by a Hasidic Jew struck and killed Gavin Cato, a 
black child, the Crown Heights neighborhood Brooklyn 
1991. (At Cato’s funeral, Sharpton inveighed against “the 
diamond merchants right here in Crown Heights”; after Cato’s 
death, a rabbinical student in the neighborhood was fatally 
stabbed by a group of black youths, and area stores were 
looted.) 

There’s reason to take Sharpton seriously. While he won't 
land the Democratic nomination, he’s intelligent, charismatic, 
and capable of genuine insight. But interviewers like Matthews 
need to tackle his past head-on. If Matthews had done this 
Monday instead sitting back and smiling Sharpton cracked 
up the crowd, some testy exchanges might have ensued. And 
the audience, instead of hooting and hollering, could have 
ended up squirming. But that’s Matthews'’s job. As for Sharpton, 
his youthful indiscretions remain a serious liability in the minds 
of most mainstream voters. If he wants this to change, Sharpton 
should aggressively guide the conversation toward the past, 
speaking frankly about Tawana Brawley and Crown Heights and 
other examples cited by his critics, and then explain why, 
despite the conventional wisdom, he deserves to be considered 
a legitimate candidate. Until he does, Sharpton — no matter 
how gracefully he’s aged — will remain a marginal figure known 
mostly for generating laughs and making his opponents look 
tongue-tied and sluggish. That’s entertainment. But it only goes 
far.

Lesiie Walker, executive director of Massachusetts 
Correctional Legal Services, was not asked to participate 
in Governor Mitt Romney's 15-member Commission on 
Corrections Reform, although her group has been a joud 
and consistent voice for systemic change. The state 
legisiature’s Joint Committee on Public Safety — whose 
co-chair, Senator Jarrett Barrios, also sits on the 
commission — did want Walker's advice, however, and got 
it at a hearing this Tuesday. Following her testimony, the 
Phoenix interviewed Walker to get her thoughts on what's 
needed to reform the Massachusetts Department of 
Correction (DOC). 


Q: What is the problem that needs to be fixed at the 
DOC? 

A: Overciassification, overciassification, 
overciassification. The Department of Correction has 
chosen, for their own reasons, to overciassify prisoners. 
They have in piace an objective assessment with a broad 
range factors age, criminal history, history violence, 
disciplinary record — that result in a number. Prisoners go 
to Walpole and get assigned a number. But the department 
has decided to ignore their own system and be subjective. 
So, as of the summer of 2002, 89 percent of prisoners 
were in medium- and maximum-security beds. Well, 97 
percent of those people are getting out someday, and 
they’re getting out without a normalization experience. 


Q: How do you know that the DOC is handing out higher 
classifications than the objective assessment calls for? 

A: In 1989, Dr. Michael Forcier, a Department of 
Correction researcher, told them, “Fifty percent of your 
prisoners are overciassified.” The Department ot 
Correction, ignoring his advice, built 1000-bed super- 
max-security prison [Souza-Baranowski]. Well, guess 
what? you build it, going fill it. 


Q: What would you gain by proper classification? 

A: You would save a lot of money if you properly 
classified prisoners. If the Department of Correction 
assigned the prisoners based on the objective assessment, 
they would have to turn some of the medium- and 
maximum-security beds into minimum security. You don’t 
have to build new minimum-security prisons — you can go 
from a higher-level security to a lower level just by opening 
the doors. It lets you increase your prisoner-to-guard ratio, 
so you need fewer guards. You can use that money you 
save on guards for classes and substance-abuse programs 
and other things that minimum-security prisoners can do. 
Then you have prisoners who are ready to go back out 
when it’s time, so you reduce recidivism. 

| feel very strongly that if the Department of Correction 
was ordered to foliow its own classification system, we 
would fay off guards. They have not laid off one guard, 
even when they closed down three facilities. Also, they are 
rich with sergeants and other middie management. You've 
got to lay people off. 


But when John Geoghan was killed, wasn’t the 
problem too few guards? 

A: The make-up of Geoghan’s unit at Souza-Baranowski 
was the result of the screwed-up classification system. His 
unit was comprised of mentally ill and retarded men, a 
couple of cops, a couple of snitches — and Joseph Druce 
and one other really bad guy. This was terrible 
mismanagement. better classification system 
have put them together. 


Q: Do you think that the new commission, and ultimately 
Governor Romney, will go along with that? 

A: [Executive Office of Public Safety secretary Edward] 
Flynn gets it. People on the commission get it. It concerns 
me that the Romney administration has placed too heavy 
an emphasis on mandatory post-release parole. | maintain 
that that is a creation of a whole new expensive 
bureaucracy. Let the step-down release system [a DOC 
program that moves the prisoner through greater levels of 
freedom, including work release, leading up to the end of a 
sentence] that is already there work before trying 
something new. 


Q: Must DOC commissioner Michae!l Maloney be fired 
for the department change? 

A: | think so, because he has changed over the years 
from someone who was a former caring case worker, to 
someone who says in public, “I don't believe in the 
research,” and “It’s in my discretion to decide these things.” 
And hé is surrounded by people he has known for 20 
years, and it’s very hard for someone to fire people like 
that. And with the current bureaucracy in place, it would be 
very difficult to implement a new modei.

Made from cotton and 
acrylic and similar in appearance to vintage Hudson Bay blankets, these 


“farmer blankets” impart the coziness of polar fleece. 
Nomad also carries a wide selection of ralli quilts 
($550), which are imported from the Sindh region on 
both sides of the India/Pakistan border. Patched togeth- 
er from pieces of vintage fabric (typically from the 1940s 
through ’60s), the quilts feature minuscule running 
Stitches and tribal embroidery that give them an amaz- 
ing texture. “Women create the quilts as a group and as 
a village activity,” says Colburn. “They sing traditional vil- 
lage songs that have been passed down from one gen- 
eration to another.” The quilts then are used for every- 
day purposes or (if more luxurious) given as a dowry.

The Anjou quilt has scal- 
loped edges and a toile pattern in red or blue, while the Caraibes quilt

While watching this year’s baseball playoffs, remembered 
something someone told while ago. Curveballs don’t really 
curve. optical illusion. this really the case? Also, how 
many different ways can pitcher really throw the ball?

Your question comes timely moment. too, watched 
the playoffs. team did not win. back-up didn’t win. 
However, will have talk goats, bambinos, any other 
such feeble excuse. need get back basics. Lesson 
Number One: How Pitch. 

The debate over whether curveball actually curves began 
maybe minutes after the pitch was perfected William 
“Candy” Cummings 1867. follow the account given 
LeRoy Alaways his 1998 doctoral dissertation for the Uni- 
versity California, Davis, “Aerodynamics the Curve-Ball: 
Investigation the Effects Angular Velocity Baseball 
Trajectories.”) The matter wasn’t resolved quickly. late 
May 1941, mock letter the editors the New Yorker, 
one R.W. Madden quoted baseball sage saying, “Now 
tell you something, boy. man alive, nor man that ever 
lived, has ever thrown curve ball. can’t done.” This dec- 
laration, though clearly tongue-in-cheek, begat much acrimo- 
nious discussion. few months later Life magazine, apparently 
figuring that for one week could forgo the usual fluff about 
Japanese maneuvers the Pacific, published photographic 
analysis purporting show that baseball heavy ob- 
ject ... that the pitcher’s spinning action appears insuffi- 
ciently strong appreciably change its course.” 

Too bad Life hadn’t been around half-century earlier 
doubt would’ve proclaimed that heavier-than-air flight was 
impossible. Truth was, the reality the curve had been 
demonstrated early 1877, when couple pitchers 
one lefty, the other right-hander threw curveballs 
around boards that had been set intervals along straight 
chalk line. (The pitches question obviously curved more 
from side side than and down.) The scientists 
gotten into the act since the 1940s have used strobe photogra- 
phy, wind tunnels, and other sophisticated technology, but 
their conclusions have all been the same: yes, curveball 
curves the hands (well, having left the hands) skilled 
pitcher, much inches. 

The reason the ball curves involves something called the 
Magnus effect. boils down this: pitcher throwing curve 
imparts spin the ball. the ball flies through the air, 
leaves wake behind it. Were the ball not spinning, the wake 
would roughly symmetrical. Since does spin, the wake 
deflected one side (the side where the spin counter the 
motion the air rushing past). Intuition alone (and, failing 
that, the law conservation momentum) should convince 
that the forces acting the ball are such that they deflect 
the wake one way, they simultaneously push the ball the oppo- 
site way. Thus the curve. 

How many different ways can the pitcher throw the ball? 
There’s seemingly unlimited number names for pitches: 
fastball, curve, slider, breaking ball, sinker, change-up, screw- 
ball, knuckleball, split-finger fastball, two-seam fastball, four- 
seam fastball, cut fastball, slurve, forkball, and lots more. (I 
grant you that some the preceding are basically synonyms.) 
attempt sort them all out, other than say they in- 
volve different grips, release speeds, degrees and angles ro- 
tation, and on. The extreme case surely the knuckleball, 
which rotates only half spin route the plate (for 
comparison, fastballs usually spin nine times) and whose 
aerodynamics change drastically consequence that can 
curve one way and then another. 

Pitching isn’t illusion-free. Breaking balls don’t really break 
that is, the ball doesn’t change trajectory abruptly mid 
flight. The curve spinning ball anything but 
knuckleball always smooth. Likewise, the ball can’t speed 
its way the plate, although the boys the dugout 
think does, the pitcher doing his job.

Dr. Joseph Carrillo 


Bringing much-needed diversity the medical profession

TS ASAD IRONY that a man devoted to increasing the number of 
physicians of color in Boston will soon deprive the city of one of 
the best — himself. 

Dr. Joseph Carrillo is not done fighting for the cause, however. Al- 
though the pediatrician is moving to California's Napa Valley to set 
up a practice, he will continue to serve as physician convener for the 
Physician Diversity Project, which began its work this June. 

Of Mexican descent, born and raised in Globe, Arizona, and edu- 
cated at the University of Arizona’s undergraduate and medical 
schools, Carrillo opted for a brief rotation at Children’s Hospital in 
Boston in 1987 and ended up staying 16 years. 

Pediatrics, he says, was always his calling. As a medical student 
in Tucson, he realized the importance of diversity in the medical pro- 
fessions. Pregnant women from the Tucson barrios, often undocu- 
mented aliens, would show up at the hospital ready to deliver, having 
received no prenatal care. Carrillo helped create the Dar A Luz (“To 
Give Birth”) prenatal clinic to serve them. For that effort, he and his 
colleagues were named 1981 “Citizens of the Year” by the American 
Association of Social Workers 

“| always saw the value of my cultural background. Some of my 
colleagues speak Spanish — or think they speak Spanish,” Carrillo 
laughs. “In the Latin community, doctors are really held in high re- 
gard — almost like priests. Parents will smile and agree even if they 
don't understand.” 

The problem of effective minority health care goes further than 
language. Carrillo says that the literature, and his own experience, 
tells him that patients are much more comfortable, and thus more 
honest, with doctors who share their culture. He sees this constantly 
at the South End Community Health Center (SECHC), where he has 
treated patients for 16 years. “A mother who was just here was 


telling me things about this incident at school that she might not 
have told a Caucasian doctor,” he says. The same also holds true 
for many African-American patients, he adds. 

In Massachusetts, a mere three percent of doctors are black or 
Latino. The state’s four medical schools graduated 32 African-Amer- 
icans and 32 Hispanics in 2001, out of a total of 558 graduates. The 
disparity is especially acute in and around Boston. 

Despite these stark numbers, Carrillo’s diversity message hasn't 
always found a receptive audience in this city, where medical pro- 
fessionals are heavily invested in the idea that they are already the 
best in the world. “It’s very frustrating,” he says of his efforts to in-

to become a prominent leader in the movement 

for legal justice for victims clergy sexual 
abuse. Back then, the Jamaica Plain resident was 
having trouble just leading his life. An AIDS patient, 
Saviano had grown emaciated and anemic. And al- 
though he was taking the antiviral drug AZT, he was 
biding his time. He had planned a funeral and drawn 
up a will. He had even procured a bottle of sleeping 


YEAR WAS 1992, and Phil Saviano had yet 


Amid this tango with mortality, he experienced a life- 
changing moment. On December 17, 1992 — Saviano 
remembers the date as if it were yesterday — he was 
reading the Boston Globe when he spotted something 
that startled him: an article about a former Massachu- 
setts priest molesting children in New Mexico. 

The news brought Saviano back to 1964, when he 
was an 11-year-old boy attending catechism classes 
St. Denis Church, East Douglas. That was the 
year Saviano lost his innocence. was the year St. 
Denis’s pastor, Father David Holley, repeatedly forced 
Saviano to perform oral sex on him. Three decades 
later, Holley was accused of raping children under his 
priestly care in New Mexico, in the 1970s. (Holley is 
currently serving an unprecedented 275-year prison 


Saviano never forgot his childhood abuse the 
hands of this Catholic priest. At the same time, he 
never imagined that his perpetrator would still be 
using the collar to prey on children. “It was unbeliev- 
able,” he recalls. The revelation sent Saviano down a 
path that hundreds of clergy-sex-abuse victims have 
traveled since the Boston scandal came to light, in 
2001 — a path that Saviano blazed in 1992. As he 
puts it, “I saw that | had the opportunity to do one last 


And so, he went public with his story. He sought 
legal help from Boston attorney Eric MacLeish, who 
now represents 250-plus alleged victims of clergy 
abuse. And he filed the first priest-abuse lawsuit in 
Massachusetts against the Worcester diocese, in 
which Holley had been a priest at the time of Sa- 
viano’s abuse. By 1995, the diocese had offered to 
settle the suit for $15,500. But on one condition: Sa- 
viano couldn't talk about the abuse ever again. Even 
his therapist had to agree to keep silent. Saviano re- 
fused. “I couldn't sign the agreement without feeling 
guilty about being part of the Church's big secret.” 

The decision left him alone — indeed, even his 


sons he still doesn’t understand, the Worcester dio- 
cese rescinded the gag order. In April 1996, Saviano 
became the first Massachusetts victim to settle a 
clergy-abuse case without being consigned to a life- 
time of silence. 

His push to hold Church leaders accountable for 
covering up the crimes of priests might have ended 
here. But victims of the late priest John Geoghan had 
begun stepping out of the shadows. Watching them 
come forward, Saviano was reminded of how lonely 
he'd been when speaking publicly about his abuse. 
He figured he could help. In 1997, he founded the 
New England chapter of the Survivors Network of 
Those Abused by Priests (SNAP), which is part sup- 
port group and part legal-rights group. 

In the ensuing years, New England SNAP grew 
from a handful of members to more than 100. Saviano 
made strides counseling victims and lobbying for 
child-protection laws. But he was rarely able to stir 
media interest the Church’s history shielding 
child molesters. In 1998, he sent information on ac- 
cused Boston priests to the Globe — only to be told 
by two reporters that the story was “old news.” In 
1999, helped 20/20 dig data Church- 
run treatment centers — but the segment never aired. 
Later that year, he convinced an Associated Press re- 
porter to attend a SNAP meeting and listen to victims. 
When the wire service posted the article, only the 
Providence Journal picked it up. 

Since the Boston scandal has blown wide open, of 
course, coverage of survivors has exceeded his 
wildest dreams. And it's propelled SNAP from a na- 
tional organization of only five chapters to one of al- 
most 50. In New England, membership has swelled to 
400. Saviano steered the burgeoning group through 
protests, press conferences, and counseling sessions 
until he found his activism taking an emotional toll. 
Last year, he stepped down from his leadership post 
in New England SNAP. He now runs the national or- 
ganization’s Web site. 

Today, Saviano is a contented, middle-aged man in 
good health — a beneficiary of anti-AIDS protease in- 
hibitors. In retrospect, he credits his past decade of 
activism to his once-failing health. After all, he’s been 
on borrowed time. He’s had nothing to lose. And he 
wanted no regrets in life. 

Of the bottle of sleeping pills he procured in 1992, 
Saviano says, “Can you imagine had checked out? 
Think of ail that | would have missed.” 

Indeed. And think of all that we would have missed 
without his leadership. 


crease physician diversity at Children’s Hospital. “The physician 
chiefs, they were all white men with white hair and white coats.

Carrillo has been promoting this cause for years, at both Chil- 
dren's and that hospital's Martha Eliot Health Center in Jamaica 
Plain. During his eight-year tenure as Martha Eliot's executive med- 
ical director, he hired three Latino and three African-American physi- 

ort veak Clans, and received an award for his Latino Youth Men- 
| torship Program. 

] His work continued in 1999, when he became Chil- 
| dren's vice-president for community health services, a 
position he used to increase the diversity of medical 
professionals throughout the hospital. Although he 
feels he made a difference, he also saw that the effort 
needed to encompass more than one institution. 

That's why he joined the Physician Diversity Project, 
which he's helping to pilot in Boston and New York, 
and which aims to encourage more minorities to enter 
the medical field. By working with minority children 
and their parents, urban public schools, medical 
schools, and teaching hospitals, the program seeks to 
tackle at every level the factors that have created the 
dearth of minority physicians. 

To further the project, Carrillo brought together sen- 
ior representatives from Boston's teaching hospitals 
and medical schools, who he says are genuinely com- 
mitted to the project. “Everybody's been in their silos” 
trying to encourage diversity internally, he says. “Let's 
share the information and see how we can work col- 
lectively on this issue.” 

“Joe really has the relationships, the knowledge, and the expert- 
ise to bring everyone together on such a sensitive topic,” says 
Physician Diversity Project director Daniel Delaney. 

Forty-six and single, Carrillo recently decided to pick up and 
move to California, to work with Mexican-American children. “It's 
very appealing to me to go back to my own community, and back 
to practice full-time,” he says in his soft, pleasant voice. He plans 
to continue his work with the diversity program and expand it to 
California. 

“He's a fine doctor,” says Dr. Gerald Hass, executive director of 
the SECHC. “He's beloved by his patients. We're going to miss him.”

voked to urge conservatism and restraint. But for the past 
four decades, Citizens for Participation in Political Action 
(CPPAX) has shown the viability of another interpretation — 
namely, that politics is about taking commonly held notions of what 
can and can’t be done and shaking them up a bit. 

In November 2002, for example, as part of a campaign to un- 
seat House Speaker Thomas Finneran, the group brought a non- 
binding ballot question before voters in 18 legislative districts. The 
question was simple: should their state representative be instruct- 
ed to vote against Finneran when the House chooses its new 
Speaker? In each of the 18 districts, a majority of voters said it 
was time for Finneran to go. 

In January of this year, of course, Finneran was re-elected by a 
comfortable margin, easily defeating a challenge from State Rep- 
resentative Byron Rushing. But that doesn’t mean CPPAX's efforts 
were in vain. Finneran’s aura of invincibility had been punctured — 
as demonstrated by the subsequent debate over salary increases 
for key Finneran supporters, which resulted in a rare retreat by the 
Speaker. And CPPAX deserves much of the credit. 

“| would say it’s not insignificant that Finneran was not able to 
give pay raises to his lieutenants,” says Dan Cohen, chairman of 
CPPAX's board. “And | think that comes from the scrutiny we've 
been able to help push on him and the way he runs the State 
House.” 

CPPAX emerged from the 1962 US Senate campaign of H. 
Stuart Hughes, a Harvard University history professor drafted by 
Jerome Grossman (uncle of Democratic Party luminary Steve 
Grossman) and other peace activists concerned with the imminent 
possibility of nuclear war. Hughes, who ran as an independent, 
faced stiff competition: the Republican candidate was George 
Lodge, son of Henry Cabot Lodge; the Democrats fielded first- 
timer Edward Kennedy. Even as Hughes's campaign workers gath-

amendment to the state constitution that would have 
banned same-sex marriage followed what he calls an 
“epiphany.” 

It was June 19, 2002. The then-president of the Massachu- 
setts Senate had just recessed a constitutidnal convention — 
that is, a joint session of the Senate and the House. And there 
was apoplexy on high. 

“There was a thunderciap of hatred that came down from the 
gallery,” he recalls. “| looked up and saw all these angry, contort- 
ed faces.” It was then, he says, that he resolved to stop the 
amendment. 

On July 17, the constitutional convention was once again in 
session. The amendment — up for consideration because some 
130,000 voters had signed an initiative petition — needed the 
votes of only 25 percent of legislators for supporters to keep it 
alive until the next legislative session. If it got through the legisia- 
ture again, it would then go on the ballot, where a simple majori- 
ty would be all that was required for passage. 

No sooner had the proceedings begun, though, than Birming- 
ham recognized a motion to adjourn. The motion passed, 137-53 
— a substantial margin, but less than what would have been 
needed to kill the amendment on its own merits. It didn’t matter: 
the convention was over. 

Birmingham was excoriated, with critics on both sides of the 
issue charging that he’d demonstrated contempt for the demo- 
cratic process. But Birmingham resists the notion that what he 
did was undemocratic. 

“A motion to adjourn is always in order,” he said this past Mon- 
day in an interview in an 11th-floor conference room at Palmer &

ered the signatures necessary to place 
him the ballot, Jerome Grossman re- 
calls, no one actually expected him to 
win. But the effort was about more than 
just electoral victory. 

“You have to remember that at that 
time there was the Massachusetts Un- 
American Activities Committee; they'd 
bring people up to ask them their opin- 
ions, and people were losing their jobs in 
Massachusetts. It was a rough time,” 
Grossman recalls. “We got 150,000 sig- 
natures [to place Hughes on the ballot], 
which in itself was a tremendous feat. 
And we gave people the courage to ex- 
press liberal views, left-wing views.” 

CPPAX's lobbying efforts over the last 
41 years are too numerous to recount in 
full, but there are some obvious high- 
lights: the group helped lead the 
anti-Vietnam War effort in Massachu- 
setts; pressured the state’s congressional 
delegation to vote to impeach Richard 
Nixon; drafted and worked to pass laws 
barring the state from dealing with or in- 
vesting in corporations that do business in Burma; and helped 
pass the state’s lesbian and gay civil-rights law. More important, 
CPPAX has consistently worked to convince ordinary people not 
just that they have a stake in all leveis of the political process, but 
that their active involvement can effect positive change — an al- 
most revolutionary notion in an era when voter turnout over 50 
percent is cause for celebration. 

Like many activist organizations, CPPAX — which has about 
3000 active members — has lately fallen on hard economic times. 
Long-time organizing director Eric Weltman was recently laid off, 
and there’s currently only one staffer left in the group’s Winter 
Street offices. But Cohen says the situation isn’t as dire as it 
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His tactics enraged critics and

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seems. “The economy's not good and people are contributing a lit- 
tle bit less — it's something that happens all the time.” he says, 
adding, “I don’t think anyone in the organization or on the 
has any doubt that a year from now, we're going to be re 
ed about the way we've come out of it.” 

Given the breadth of CPPAX's work over the years — and the 
doggedness of the group’s approach — it’s not unreasonable to 
call it an institutional embodiment of Massachusetts progres- 
sivism. Assessing the degree to which people do or don't feel em- 
powered is an inherently subjective exercise. But it’s safe to say 
that without CPPAX, left-leaning voters across the state would be 
far less engaged than they are today.

Moreover, Isaacson says, there is something 
much larger at stake. 

“This country is founded on the principle that the 
tyranny of the majority should never be able to take 
away the rights of a minority, including an unpopu- 
lar minority,” Isaacson says.

On November 12, the legislature is scheduled to 
meet as a constitutional convention again — and 
as in 2002, an anti-marriage amendment is on the 
agenda. This time, it was proposed by a legislator 
— Representative Philip Travis — and thus needs a 
majority rather than the mere 25 percent required 
by the initiative-petition process. 

Might Birmingham's successor as Senate p 
dent, Robert Travaglini, who recen 
that he favors civil unions, act to kill the ame 
ment? His spokeswoman, Ann Dufresne, says 
such “speculation” would be premature, given that 
the Supreme Judicial ruling the 
Goodridge case, in which seven same-sex couples are seeking 
the right to marry, may still come down before November 12. 

Birmingham himself declined an opportunity to offer advice to 
his successor. But he has no regrets about his own action 
ranking it along with education reform as one of his best mo- 
ments in the Senate.

EOPLE DON’T USUALLY forget me because I’m so unusually small,” says Leslie 
Pp MacWeeney, executive director and co-founder of the Dorchester Community Center 

for the Visual Arts (a/k/a “Dot Art”). “And | have this weird voice because | have only 
one vocal chord.” 

MacWeeney isn't exaggerating. Diminutive, with a twittering soprano lilt, the Ireland na- 
tive is an animated woman, the kind who fills up a room with her winding monologues, girl- 
ish giggle, and use of words like “ghastly” and phrases like “whizzed-up.” A mother and for- 
mer MassArt instructor, she also emanates the indefatigable energy of a round-the-clock 
educator. was once driving car Sweden,” she said last Monday evening Copley 
Square’s Cloud Foundation, where she oversees an open studio for Dorchester teenagers 
two days a week, “and | stopped at the border post at Customs, and this fella looked in the 
window and said, ‘Are you a teacher? You look like a teacher.’ | don’t want to look like a 
teacher — | never got over it.” 

A Dorchester resident for 25 years, MacWeeney helped found Dot Art — a nonprofit 
community organiza- 
tion whose self- 
avowed mission is 
“to offer stimulating 
and rewarding 
visual-arts programs 
to everyone in 
Dorchester” — about 
six years ago with 15 
others, after she’d 
left MassArt to raise 
her son. Realizing 
that South Dorch- 
ester had no com- 
munity art center, 
she decided to teach 
after-school art 
classes three days a 
week for elementary- 
school students. 
Right away, the need 
for something more 
substantial became 
obvious. “I would get 
loads of phone calls 
from people asking 
for scholarships. And 
they wanted more 
classes if the class- 
es were full.” 

Over the last six 
years, Dot Art has 
grown into a multi- 
branched program 
with about 20 
semester-long cours- 
es for both adults 
and children that 
caters to around 500 
students a year. 
Scholarships are 
available thanks to 
sundry donors, 
grants, and money from foundations. With Dot Art’s main office still housed in MacWeeney’s 
dining room, she has become an unofficial community liaison: art teachers, principals, and 
community groups are constantly soliciting her help to establish programs in the schools or 
for organizations. 

But Dot Art's signature program is a six-week program for teenagers, in which accepted 
students earn minimum wage to create visually arresting paintings and plaster sculptures 
that later get displayed publicly in places around town. “Making little puppets that you can’t 
show anywhere is not what teenagers want.” (“I’m in the Picture,” an exhibition of this work, 
is on display right now at MassArt’s Arnheim Gallery.) In essence, the summer program 
aims to show inner-city kids the value of art. 

During these days of state fiscal crisis, Dot Art's efforts have become ever more critical. 
Whenever school systems face budget cuts, art departments are typically the first to go. “In 
some places,” says MacWeeney, “if they have a marching band or something like that, they 
keep it because it’s a very social activity — that's preferable. Art is suspect, you see. Be- 
cause it’s lonely. \t’s singular, you know what | mean? And society suspects that. There’s 
something a bit weird there, something odd going on that we don’t understand with that 
person in the corner painting.” 

And so MacWeeney is always trying to convince people that visual art is, well, inclusive. 
something that everybody can do, tell people. ‘No, can’t draw straight they 
say. People have no idea they have this ability to create. And then they do amazing things 
and their own self-esteem is just whizzed-up.”

Instead, all hear Doris Day. this 
particular record 1962 set with André 
Previn and his jazz trio she does sound 
more sultry than her wholesome legend 
would have it. Between her alleged sexuality 
and the suggestive winks few her hits, 
she could have been the Madonna her 
time on, give “Teacher’s Pet” and 
“Pillow Talk” another listen. Still, getting 
great revelations from this disc, other 
than that years scratches add 
whole lot surface noise. When the drum- 
mer kicks in, does sound the drum set 
was right there the room. But someone 
who sees live music few times week, 
been enough real rooms with real drum 
sets that it’s big deal. And sorry, but nei- 
ther Doris Day. She may close sultry 
and modern this record, but not quite 
close enough. far I’m not impressed.

just try sensitive these issues. 


What have been the biggest challenges 
during your time Dimock, and the biggest 
rewards? 

Well, there’s never enough resources. 
don’t want just make all about money 
sources are about more than money, but 
money big, important piece resources. 
The needs are great. The priorities are many. 
can and well and effectively and 
efficiently. Trying sort through that chal- 
lenge. 

think the rewards are the little things that 
happen: when get letter from parent 
who talks about how our program changed her 
daughter’s life, you someplace and you 
bump into somebody and they say, “My son 
was your detox and that turned him 
around.” the staff members who talk about 
their community and their work here and their 
ability learn and grow and develop. 
those things are very rewarding. And course 
there are the big, physical rewards that you see; 
you get chance visit Dimock, you will 
come campus that’s quite beautiful right 
now, and most the buildings have been re- 
stored. Those are sort very visible, physical 
rewards that you see every day. Every day 
when walk into the building that in, 
which just spectacularly beautiful building 

it’s one these old Victorian buildings that

Tell about Steppin’ Out and how it’s 
evolved over its 16-year history. 

It’s evolved in, think, three very impor- 
tant ways. The first that over the years has 
really become one the defining events 
Boston. brings together great diversity the 
city, all kinds music, all kinds people 
come, and they’re really having good time. 
it’s grown that way over the years. 

The second that the music Steppin’ 
Out, somebody called sort world’s fair 
music. This year the theme Feel the Rhythm, 
and have all kinds music, from Japanese 
drummers great jazz national entertainers 
like Roberta Flack and Walter Beasley, great 
Boston regional entertainers like Nicole Nelson 
and Kendrick Oliver. It’s evolved into one 
these events where talented musicians want 
be. get many musicians and artists that 
call send their latest because 
they want play Steppin’ Out, and it’s not 
like pay them lot money.

Beyond Borders is beyond belief. Here’s how 
it starts: Dr. Nick Callahan (Clive Owen), a 
humanitarian aid worker, crashes a ritzy 
charity benefit in London in 1984.

But how else could save 
lives? How else could we include gratuitous 
action scenes and a bogus moral conflict? 

In the end, neither minefields nor Russian 
artillery nor subhuman Chechen bandits can 
deny their love. How proud Jo Jo would be to 
know that he’d brought such a handsome 
couple together. 

Let's give director Martin Campbell and 
everyone else involved the benefit of the doubt 
and assume they're not cynical but merely de- 
luded. Perhaps they sincerely bel this 
grotesquely manipulative crap will move hearts 
to charity. Nonetheless, they should be re- 
quired to see a genuinely heartbreaking docu- 
mentary on the subject — Fabrizio Lazzaretti & 
Alberto Vendemmiati's Jung (War): In the Land 
of the Mujahedain, or Christian Frei’s War Pho- 
tographer — before ever making a movie 
again.

DIE, MOMMIE, DIE! 


A homage to the melodramas that starred 
Joan Crawford and Bette Davis, this campy 
comedy puts a drag queen in the leading role:

THE HUMAN STAIN 


One possible way to have salvaged Robert 
Benton's inept adaptation of Philip Roth’s bril- 
liant novel might have been to reverse the cast- 
ing and have Anthony Hopkins play Faunia, the 
beautiful young janitor, and Nicole Kidman play 
Coleman Silk, the crusty old professor who falls 
for her. it wouldn't seem any less plausible than 
the way things stand (there’s a secret in Cole- 
man’s past that makes Hopkins’s casting even 
more preposterous).

THE PARTY’S OVER 
AND UNPRECEDENTED 


How innocent wide-eyed idealists like Philip 
Seymour Hoffman seemed before the presi- 
dential election of 2000. Back in those days, it 
was possible to speculate on the viability of 
democracy and dabble in causes ranging from 
gun control to Farm Aid, as Hoffman does as 
timid 90-minute documentary The Party's Over. 
A toothless Michael Moore (who makes a blovi- 
ating appearance at a Green Party rally), Hoff- 
man tries to gain access to the Republican and 
Democratic Conventions (shots of balloons in- 
tercut with tear gas and handcuffed rioters) and 
other bastions of power. He never gets a foot in 
the door, so instead the film contents itself with 
discussions with people it agrees with — 
Susan Sarandon, Tim Robbins, Bill Maher. 
Their answers to its central questions — is 
there a difference between the two parties, and 
not, why bother vote? become moot 
when it all ends with the Florida recount. 

That's where Richard Ray Perez and Joan 
50-minute Unprecedented begins, and 
as bad as you thought the circumstances and 
implications of that disaster were, this even- 
handed and uncompromising documentary 
suggests that the reality was much worse. This 
urgent and essential film discloses pattern 
racist disenfranchisement and partisan strong- 
arm fraud Jeb state that makes the 
election Gangs New York look quaint. The 
party's over, and the war has begun. In the 
Coolidge Corner screening room.

THE MOUNTAINS 


Set in the fairy-tale wilderness of Hunan 
Province the 1980s, Huo visually 
glorious, dramatically thin film offers a pleas- 
ant, sometimes poignant version of the oid 
story fathers and sons, tradition and change.

The satiric magic Chicago

hicago has long history. The story 

Roxie Hart, the Chicago jazz 

baby who plugs her lover when 
tries walk out her and then goes 
free, was originally dramatized 1926 
Maurine Watkins, journalist turned 
playwright. The play largely forgotten 
now, but it’s one the great hard-boiled 
comedies its era, like The Front Page 
and Once Lifetime. There was 
silent movie with Phyllis Haver the role 
Francine Larrimore had created stage; 
then William Wellman filmed again 
1942 under the title Roxie Hart, with 
Ginger Rogers Roxie and Adolphe 
Menjou the foxy lawyer who gets her 
off. think that Wellman’s terrifically 
funny picture would have served re- 
this wonderful play that had 
slipped out the repertory, but there 
were further productions for nearly 
half century, and you couldn’t even ob- 
tain acting edition the script. Ap- 
parently Watkins had undergone reli- 
gious conversion and this remnant her 
earthbound youth made her uncomfort- 
vived while she was alive. 


The version everyone knows, course, 
musical comedy, though too fell 
ely out of the public consciousness in 
the years between its original production 
1975 and the phenomenally successful 
revival, which currently completing the 
seventh year its Broadway run. The 
musical was the brainchild Bob Fosse, 
who not only directed and choreographed 
but also did the book with the lyric writer 
Fred Ebb. Fosse’s name was already 
closely linked with Ebb’s and composer 
John Kander’s because Fosse had filmed 
their Cabaret three years earlier. Fosse 
was the monarch the musical those 
days. single year walked away 
with the triple Oscar for best 
director memorable upset the year 
The Godfather), Tony for Pippin, and 
Emmy for Liza with Cabaret star 
Liza Minnelli’s exuberant variety special. 
But though Chicago was enthusiastically 
received, its original production fea- 
turing Gwen Verdon Roxie, Chita 
Rivera the considerably built-up role 
her fellow Cook County Jail inmate Velma 
Kelly, and Jerry Orbach the dapper 
shyster Billy Flynn never caught fire, 
despite the cast, the magnificent score, 
and the brilliance Fosse’s staging. Like 
Stephen Sondheim’s Pacific Overtures, 
which also premiered that season, Chica- 
was eclipsed Chorus Line, in- 
geniously conceived banality that became 
instant classic. Chicago had re- 
spectable run, but one thought re- 
vive it for many years, and intermittent 
attempts film fizzled. wasn’t until 
Encores! — the City Center concert se- 
ries that produces musicals long-unseen 
theaters brought back for five tri- 
umphant performances the mid 
that New York audiences had second 
chance see it. That concert version was 
the genesis the buoyant, hugely enter- 
taining Broadway revival directed Wal- 
ter Bobbie and choreographed Ann 
Reinking. Reinking also played Roxie, 
with Bebe Neuwirth Velma, James 
Naughton Billy, and Joel Grey the 
role Roxie’s sad-sack dupe hus- 
band, Amos. 
The program for the revival specifies 
that Reinking’s choreography “in the 
style Bob Fosse,” but there’s crucial

I’ve never for- 
gotten it, though especially the mo- 
ment when Jerry Orbach (in those 
Law and Order years the best song-and- 
dance man the musical theater) turned 
himself into physical replica Clarence 
Darrow sang “Razzle Dazzle.” 
Reinking and Bobbie liberated the show 
from all that political baggage when they 
restaged it, restoring Watkins’s original 
intentions. The revival also about show 
biz, but the sleek, elegant style the pro- 
duction (largely provided the design- 
ers, John Lee Beatty, William Ivey Long, 
and Ken Billington) suggests embrace 
that tradition rather than critique 
it. And though Reinking pays tribute 
her mentor, Fosse, her choreography 
more supple and Jess mannerist than his.

The success the revival made film 
version viable last, despite the notori- 
ous lack enthusiasm Hollywood has 
shown for musicals over the past three 
decades. The Oscar-winning movie 
Chicago, directed and choreographed 
newcomer Rob Marshall, both faithful 
the Bobbie-Reinking production and 
distinct from it, both the tradition 
Bob Fosse and decidedly its own creature. 
Marshall and the screenwriter, Bill Con- 
don, retain the upbeat tone the revival, 
though Condon intelligently appropriates 
more Watkins’s raucous, witty dia- 
logue. Marshall’s numbers, which display 
remarkable range styles, pay tribute 
variety his movie-musical precur- 
sors, but the Brechtian editing Martin 
Walsh, which cross-cuts between the 
songs and the plot they comment on, was 
developed for the movies Fosse 
Cabaret. Although critics were mostly 
receptive Marshall’s movie audi- 
ences have been, the holdouts tended 
find fault with his tendency cut away 
from the dancing. But Fosse did the same 
thing “Willkommen,” the opening 
number Cabaret, when intercut Joel 
welcome the Kit Kat Klub audi- 
ence (and us) with the British émigré 
Michael York’s initial glimpses Berlin. 

However, Marshall and Condon have 
their own take the material. Their theme 
the American mania for celebrity, and 
not sure any movie has ever been more 
hilarious the subject.

Balanchine still considered the master 

choreographer our times. This 
idle hype. The two works Boston Ballet’s 
fall repertory program last week opened 
once again the terrific possibilities the 
classical enterprise. Audiences and dancers 
need Balanchine, not because he’s history 
but because he’s far out. 

Stars and Stripes (1958) and the fourth 
version Mozartiana (1981) are worlds 
apart style. S&S came the peak New 
York City Ballet’s pre-Lincoln Center years, 
when Balanchine could use Sousa marches 
and popular culture confidently 
tackled the angular modernism Stravin- 
sky, Ives, and Webern. His last rethinking 
Mozartiana came near the end his life, 
when was probably meditating his own 
death. One ballet was big, formal, and extro- 
verted. The other began with prayer but 
assured that ballet life would on. 

Mozartiana takes its title from the music, 
Tchaikovsky’s gloss themes Mozart, 
the idea continuity embedded the 
ballet from the start. begins somberly, with 
ballerina and four teenage dancers, all 
black tutus. Balanchine loved playing games 
with scale, and even without tall ballerina 
(originally Suzanne Farrell), the effect when 
the curtain goes jars you out any 


monolithic ideas you might have about what 
ballet dancers are supposed look like. The 
contrast plays out little later when the girls 
have “grown up” into four women. the 
end the ballet, the two generations com- 
bine into miniature corps ballet. 

Besides making the point about how ballet 
survives, Mozartiana showcases three entire- 
different solo dancers. The implication 
that among their particular accomplishments 
they span classicism’s range decorum, 
wit, and mastery. The ballerina walks 
through the space, with prayerful gestures 
and gracious acknowledgment her young 
companions, the opening Preghiera 
(based the hymn Ave Verum Corpus). 
When they leave, young man black, 
sort of jester (Jared Redick in the first cast), 
dances Gigue, with fast, rhythmically com- 
plicated steps that seem ripple close the 
ground except when springs unexpectedly 
into the air. 

After the four women dance Menuet, 
there’s phenomenal string alternating 
variations for the ballerina and partner. 
Guest artist Ethan Stiefel seemed use the 
music like trampoline for whole variety 
leaps and turning steps. Larissa Pono- 
marenko’s variations expanded the pointe 
work the Preghiera into refined virtuosi- 
ty. They supported adagio after this and 
then are joined the other man and the 
corps for courtly finale. 


Mozartiana celebrates what ballet com- 
pany can small scale. Stars and 
Stripes grand spectacle: three contingents 
dancers each, with its own leader, plus 
another solo couple. The fun seeing how 
many ways Balanchine can turn the routines 
marching band into classical ballet be- 
havior.

back and forth: Thompson’s “Hang 
Tight” kicks things off with frothy, Sloan- 
like groove; Ashley’s brisk “Butterfield 
picks the pace with exploding rhythm 
section pushing pair buzzsaw guitars. 
There’s shortage windmill-worthy 
Who-via-jam-isms here check out the 


power-chorded “You Could Have Kept That 
Yourself” and try not playing air guitar 
but the Pills slow things down, too, and 
that makes for nice contrast.

Evan Koch, who started the Pri- 
mary Voltage label two years ago, 
was knocked out when heard 
handful demos for Fistful.

1969-2003 


passing 34-year-old singer- 

songwriter Elliott Smith got the ex- 

pected mentions music-oriented 
publications and Web sites, and was 
eulogized several hipper media outlets. 
But the broader scheme all things 
media, Smith’s suicide was practically 
non-event. might not have wanted 
any other way. After all, shunned the 
trappings celebrity throughout his ca- 
reer, which began with him sharing song- 
writing duties with Neil Gust Heat- 
miser, Portland (Oregon) band distin- 
guished their sharp sense melody 
and the fact that Gust was openly gay. 
until Smith ventured off his 
own, with 
Roman Candle 
the Kill Rock Stars 
label, that be- 
came apparent that 
was ordinary 
punk-rocker, that 
had talents and 
skills that went way 
beyond bashing out 
three-chord rock- 
ers dime-store 


guitar. The gentle, plangent, Beatle-esque 


melodies Roman Candle and the two 
Kill Rock Stars albums that followed 
started trend sorts the under- 
ground, young musicians began ex- 
ploring the softer side indie rock. But 
one had even half the talent that 
Smith possessed, and most were happy 
admit it. 

When Smith was finally tapped for 
mainstream project writing what 
turned out several songs that would 
integral the film Good Will Hunting 
his true abilities began surface. 
didn’t need room full session players 
create lush, orchestrated pop songs 
(their melancholy nature got him com- 
pared with British folk-rocker Nick 
Drake, another artist who died before his 
time). proved capable scoring his 
own orchestrations, singing his own 
background harmonies, and playing just 
about any instrument that was put 
front him. “Miss Misery,” typically 
sad yet beautiful composition, was nomi- 
nated for Oscar (not Grammy), and 
though lost out Celine Dion and 
“My Heart Will On,” was tri- 
umph sorts see the mangy, greasy- 
haired Smith there that elegant 
stage standing shoulder shoulder with 
all the beautiful people. arrived. 
Sort of. 

The fact is, Smith never embraced the 
celebrity that that was his for the taking. 
All would have had hire 
makeover artist and fill his closet with the 
right clothes and could have spent the 
past six years attending all the best Holly- 
wood parties. Instead, retreated 
Brooklyn and focused his music, 
were his only lifeline, before returning 
the West Coast. The result was two 
major-label CDs for DreamWorks that 
confirmed his status one those rare 
artists gifted with both the talent create 
and play gorgeous music and the Muse 
fill that music with somewhat confes- 
sional (though always denied it) lyrics 
that were cut above the usual singer- 
songwriter fare. The Oscar appearance 
and the first DreamWorks CD, 
XO, stamped him one the more im- 
portant figureheads emerge from the 
post-punk indie-rock underground. And 
won him both solid core fans and 
level critical acclaim that just about 


guaranteed him decade making 
whatever albums liked. Smith was 
position write his own ticket, and yet 
people who knew him and even those 
who turned his shows regular- 
could see that wasn’t happy 
camper. looked gaunt and emaciated, 
unkempt and seemingly unaware that the 
adoration emanating from the crowd was 
meant for him. wasn’t false modesty. 
No, Smith seemed genuinely unaware 
that the praise was meant for him. 
maybe just didn’t feel worthy it. 
And then there were those shows 
where really didn’t look right. Usually 
these were solo performances, and 
though it’s hard put finger exactly 
what looked wrong, was evident that all 
was not well his little corner the 
world. had adopted reclusive 
lifestyle, doing all keep the 
celebrity limelight from shining too 
harshly him. Everyone knew that 
been born Omaha and had grown 
near Dallas, and that he’d come into his 
own indie-rocker the Great 
Northwest right around the time that Kill 
Rock Stars and Records were coming 
into their own bastions indie rock. 
But except for few disturbing sightings 
wasted Smith having one two 
three more drinks than needed bars 
across the country, the persistent ru- 
mors that he’d been battling and off 
with heroin addiction for the better part 
his career, not much was known about 
his personal life. kept all that him- 
self. And the wake his gruesome 
suicide appears plunged knife 
into the region his heart it’s obvious 
why insisted much privacy. 
Then there were the songs least 
couple each album that seemed 
allude addiction. One was free 
guess what was going behind Smith’s 
closed doors, and there was always evi- 
dence his ongoing struggles with 
addiction but rarely proof. Besides, he’d 
played all the instruments for both his 
DreamWorks CDs (Figure was the sec- 
ond), and was reported doing 
the same for third due sometime next 
year. And was prolific ever, re- 
leasing, his DreamWorks contract al- 


lowed, the occasional indie single 
bels like Suicide Squeeze while working 
away the next album. 

For weeks, months, maybe even years, 
people who knew Smith well will wonder 
whether there’s anything they might have 
done save him. was one the 
greatest musical talents his time, and 
his loss blow not the Hollywood 
celebrity scene, which was never part 
of, but the musical world. All the signs 
addiction and abuse were there for 
anyone see, and heard from sever- 
friends that over the past several 
months he’d withdrawn from social inter- 
actions. course, could have just 
been working overtime material for 
the new CD.

The Massachusetts metal scene and beyond

hen MTV’s Headbangers Ball went 

back the air six months ago, met- 

alheads across the country pumped 
their fists celebration. Now, the franchise 
expanding. The new two-disc compilation 
MTV2 Headbangers Ball (Roadrunner) has 
joined the soundtracks Freddy Vs. Jason 
(Roadrunner) and The Texas Chainsaw 
Massacre (Nitrus) the season’s top metal 
samplers. And the inaugural MTV2 Head- 
bangers Ball Tour hits the Palladium 
Worcester this Friday with headliners Shad- 
ows Fall, Lamb God, and Killswitch En- 
gage. there was ever any doubt that metal 
could prosper MTV2 2003, there isn’t 
anymore. 

Fans who remember Headbangers 
original heyday will notice fa- 
miliar duality MTV2 Headbangers Ball. 
Back then, the show was preceded Count- 
down the Ball, which served cuts 
Bon Jovi and Def Leppard appetizer for 
meatier main course Metallica and 
Megadeth. Thrash devotees showed their dis- 
taste for the pretty-boy bands adopting the 
mantra “death false metal” meaning 
that Bon Jovi and Def Leppard were too 
wimpy considered metal. These days, 
thrash has given way hardcore and death 
metal, just hair metal and its immediate 
successor, grunge, have given way new 
metal. But when Shadows Fall and Killswitch 
Engage fans bitch about the Godsmack and 
Staind hits that MTV2 Headbangers 
Ball, singing old That stuff 
isn’t metal, goes the prevailing logic, it’s rock. 

Their followers might not always get along, 
but the four bands that form those two op- 
posing factions have least one thing 
common: they’re all from Massachusetts. 
Godsmack and Staind are both the road 
support their third consecutive platinum al- 
bums; this weekend, sharing the bill 
the enormous Voodoo Music Festival 2003 
New Orleans. Those two groups seem set 
stick around for while, but the rise Shad- 
ows Fall and Killswitch Engage who were 
the loudest buzz bands the OzzFest 2003 
second stage signals fundamental 
change the power structure metal.

Eddy Clear- 
water began his career in Chicago's 
bars just when blues was giving 
birth to rock and roll, so his blend of 
Muddy Waters’ old-style funk with 
Chuck Berry's fast-paced post-war 
rhythms comes naturally. After a 
pair of excellent recent albums that 
catered to his blues jones, Clearwa- 
ter’s inner rocker gets shocked out 
of his skin by his backing group 
here, Mexican wrestling-mask- 
wearing surf-guitar group Los 
Straitjackets. With their expert sup- 
port, “Before This Song Is Over” 
comes off like a classic ‘50s boy-girl 
ballad; “Lonesome Town” walks the 
line between Duane Eddy and 
Buddy Guy; and the uptempo num- 
bers “Ding Dong Daddy” and “Old 
Time Rocker” sound like lost 
refugees from Sun Studios, com- 
plete with solos that slide along gui- 
tar strings the way Scotty Moore did 
with Elvis.

his comics and then storyboards 
them with stick figures for illustrators 
who can draw). Putting Harvey Pekar 
between parallel mirrors might seem 
like an infinite multiplication of a ci- 
pher, Adaptation for everyman, Sein- 
feld for the masses. But far from 
being strained or tiresome, the 
process is fascinating, often moving 
and hilarious, and sometimes revela- 
tory. Minutes in, just as we're getting 
comfortable with Paul Giamatti’s bril- 
liant and bristly performance, the real 
Pekar appears in an all-white studio 
space (the blank page? the space 
outside the frame?) littered with 
props from the movie, where he 
chats with one of the directors about 
his life and its representation in comic 
books and now on film. Joyce (Hope 
Davis), who works in a comic-book 
shop in Delaware, corresponds with 
Harvey; they get married a week after 
meeting. Things look up even more 
when he's booked on the Letterman 
show, where he’s second in populari- 
ty to the Stupid Pet Tricks and serves 
as the host's feisty foil. It's only when 
Pekar confronts the host about his 
Station's ties to big corporations that 
the film falters; we're reminded that

(1977). Despite its early promise, the 
New German Cinema of the ‘70s 
proved short-lived and produced only 
a handful of masterpieces. One of 
them is Wim Wenders's adaptation of 
Patricia Highsmith’s Ripley's Game. 
Set in a Hamburg that is rendered by 
cinematographer Robby Miller as 
the postmodern urban equivalent of a 
Caspar David Friedrich landscape, 
it's about Jonathan Zimmermann 
(20th-century Everyman Bruno 
Ganz), an ailing local picture framer 
and family man who slights American 
con man Tom Ripley (Dennis Hopper, 
sleek and wrenching) and pays the 
price of the mysterious stranger's en- 
mity and friendship. In true Highsmith 
tradition, the story revolves around a 
murder pilot, but unlike Hitchcock's 
Strangers on a Train, Wenders's film 
focuses more on pathos than on per- 
versity. Although the murder scenes 
are truly horrifying and grotesquely 
comic, the film's sublimity lies in its 
moments of dark reverie, as when 
Jonathan delicately handles a sheet 
of gold leaf or sings along with the 
Kinks' “Too Much on My Mind.” With a 
superb supporting cast including a 
virtual who's who of neglected au- 
teurs (Sam Fuller, Nicholas Ray, Jean 
Eustache), it's Wenders's most ac- 
complished expression of his themes 
of contemporary anomie and roman- 
tic longing.

Bruce Campbell is a favorite of hor- 
ror-film geeks, and he’s also a talent- 
ed actor. As in his cult-hit Evil Dead 
series, he brings pathos and humor 
to the most outlandish and gruesome 
premises. In Don Coscareili's adapta- 
tion of the Joe R. Lansdale short 
story, Campbell plays Elvis Presley, 
now an ailing septuagenarian in an 
East Texas rest home with a suppu- 
rating sore on his pecker. The expla- 
nation of how he got there and why 
he's not dead is about as plausible as 
the rest of the story, which has an an- 
cient Egyptian mummy stalking the 
home's old-timers to suck out their 
souls through their assholes. Fortu- 
nately, one of Elvis’s fellow residents 
is former president Jack Kennedy 
(Ossie Davis, matching Campbell 
with a touching and hilarious turn), 
now an elderly black man (“they dyed 
me from head to toe”) with a sack of 
sand replacing his brain and ob- 
sessed with conspiracy theories. 
They make an unlikely if formidable 
duo battling the decomposing, cow- 
boy-booted revenant, but they're 
helped considerably by Coscarelli’s 
understated but electrifying style, 
which utilizes dark corridors, creepy 
sound effects, and split-second mon- 
tages and flashbacks to thrilling ef- 
fect. And Campbell's embattled but 
still reigning King brings rueful irony 
to his voiceover narration and quiet 
dignity to such scenes as when he 
chides a young woman for neglecting 
her geriatric dad. In the end, Elvis 
and Jack, in walker and wheelchair, 
brave the darkness to face their 
enemy, refusing to go gentle into that 
good night.

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***xCHARLIE’S ANGELS: FULL 
THROTTLE (2003). Star/producer 
Drew Barrymore and director McG, 
who in 2000 gave the iconic 1970s 
TV show Charlie's Angels just the 
kind of campy big-screen treatment it 
deserved, are back in all their ass- 
kicking, wisecracking glory in the 
blockbuster sequel, which also finds 
Cameron Diaz and Lucy Liu reprising 
their roles as Barrymore's partners in 
crimefighting. This time out, the girls 
are hired to retrieve two missing rings 
that can be used to identify members 
of the FBI's witness-protection pro- 
gram. Surgically enhanced come- 
back queen Demi Moore is their pis- 
tol-packing nemesis, a former angel 
now intent on playing God. Deadpan 
Bill Murray's Bosley has been re- 
placed by full-time ham Bernie Mac 
as Bosley's brother, who runs inter- 
ference between the girls and the 
mysterious Charlie, and Crispin 
Glover makes a welcome return as 
the psychotic Thin Man. As the rock 
chick with a sensitive streak, Barry- 
more is forced to face off with her 
Irish gangster ex-boyfriend (Justin 
Theroux) in the film's most engaging 
subplot.

strates once again (remember Slaves 
of New York?) that he’s far more con- 
vincing when working with a period 
classic like A Room with a View than 
with something fresh off the best- 
seller list. Is that because they wrote 
better books way back when, or sim- 
ply because they had better clothes 
and furniture? Most likely it’s because 
Ivory is a superficial sensibility who 
when the material is closer at hand 
can't pull off the illusion of depth. In 
this pseudo Jane Austen/Henry 
James bonbon, young American Is- 
abel (Kate Hudson, convincingly art- 
less) pays a visit to her stepsister 
Roxy (an uncharacteristically shrill 
Naomi Watts) in Paris only to find that 
Roxy's worthless husband, Charles- 
Henri (Melvil Poupaud), has ditched 
her. So Isabel has an affair with 
Charles-Henri’s right-wing politician 
uncle (Thierry Lhermitte). How 
French! But in reality this is a film 
about art. Not only does Glenn Close 
(who looks as if she'd spent every 
day since doing Fatal Attraction boil- 
ing bunnies) make an appearance as 
a termagant poetess, but at the cen- 
ter of Roxy and Charles-Henri’s 
break-up is a property dispute over 
an old French masterwork — a paint- 
ing of St. Ursula. What a filmmaker 
displays in his films as art sometimes 
gives you a sense of his own artistic 
values: St. Ursula looks like Kate 
Hudson as the Queen of Spades. In 
English and (just a touch of) French 
with English subtitles.

* * DONNIE DARKO (2001). Call 
this first feature by 26-year-old USC 
film-school grad Richard Kelly, a 
dystopic sci-fi teen movie set in the 
American suburban ‘80s, Back to the 
Future meets Rebel Without a 
Cause. It's fall 1988, and 16-year-old 
Donnie (Jake Gyli aal) lives at 
home in the snug middle-class town 
of Middlesex, where his Re 
parents (Mary McDonneli,

Osborne) and his haughty Harvard- 
bound sister, Elizabeth (Maggie Gyl- 


lenhaal, Jake's sister), argue over the 
dinner table about the upcoming 
presidential election. Donnie 
trying to get through each anguish 
day, with the aid of an attentive thera- 
pist (Katharine Ross) and ever-in- 
creasing medication. Then a shivery 
apparition beckons: a suit-wearing 
six-foot talking rabbit with a skull face 
and a mouthful of carnivore teeth 
who pushes a somnambulist Donnie 
into destructive tasks. Is this Donnie’s 
projection, the sly invention of an 
angry schizoid talking to himself? 
Eventually the rabbit is tied to a real 
person in the film, and to a sup- 
pressed violent memory of Donnie’s. 
But each perhaps-answered question 
in Kelly's film leaves further enigmas 
(112m) Midnight Saturday at the 
Coolidge Corner. 


AVOIR/TO 
AND TO HAVE (2002). This film from 
Nicolas Philibert epitomizes the 
strengths that appear to be constant 
in his work: respect and love for his 
subjects, formal openness, the ability 
to immerse the viewer in a world that 
has been forgotten (here that of chil- 
dren) or that may be all but unknown 
(in his other films, the worlds of mad- 

ness, of animals, of the deaf). Philib- 

ert sees these worlds as utopias, and 
he patiently maps their possibilities 
for pleasure and understanding. His 
camera is so unobtrusive that you 
hardly notice its unobtrusiveness. A 
study of a semester at the primary 
school of a small French farming 
community, Etre et avoir stimulates 
and enc no less ugh its sup- 
ple and elegant images than through 
its dense and poignant sounds. 
Philibert encourages you to remem- 
ber the many sounds of school: voic- 
es, coughs, the rustling of clothes, 
the rubbing and scraping of pens on 
paper, laughter, whispering, a glass 
breaking, sleds hissing down a 
snowy hill — sounds that approach a 
hallucinatory intensity of too much 
happening at once. At this school, 
one calm and pleasant man teaches 
children of ages ranging frorn about 
five to about 10. His rather strict tech- 
nique is both the result of long experi- 
ence and an expression of love. In 
the end, Etre et avoir is a love story, 
and a tragic one — not because the 
teacher's love isn’t requited (for it is), 
but because it must end in separa- 
tion. Philibert shapes the film around 
milestones and leavetakings: the 
teacher's impending retirement, the 
older children’s imminent graduation 
to middle school.

(whose career has been on a slide 
ever since his Jerry Maguire mother 
lode) and a pop diva is a pleasant 
surprise, thanks to the tight direction 
by Jonathan Lynn, a witty script, and 
a soulful performance by Beyoncé 
Knowles of Destiny's Child.

**x*xFINDING NEMO (2003). With 
this fish tale about family ties, director 
Andrew Stanton and the animation 
brain trust at Pixar (Toy Story and 
Monsters, Inc.) do it again. Sure, the 
plot about a father's odyssey to save 
his imperiled son is old hat, but it’s 
the clever details, enchanting emo- 
tional nuances, and cheeky humor 
that make Finding Nemo swim. One 
of those sublime details is the “lucky” 
(undersized) fin that the neophyte of 
the title (voiced by Alexander Gould) 
is blessed with. As a result, the little 
white-and-orange-striped clown fish 
(the species is supposed to be funny, 
but Nemo’s dad can't tell a joke to 
save his tail) isn't a very good swim- 
mer and isn’t supposed to leave the 
safety of the reef, but when he does, 
he's nabbed by a diver and relegated 
to an aquarium in a dentist's office. 
Marlin (Albert Brooks), Nemo's wid- 
owed father, sets off to retrieve his 
son, in the process forming an unlike- 
ly alliance with a batty biue tang fish 
who's impaired by short-term memo- 
ry loss (deftly done by Ellen De- 
Generes). Along the way they en- 
counter a trio of sharks who are try- 
ing to give up their piscean diet (“Fish 
are friends, not food”) and a 150- 
year-old turtle who articulates in af- 
fected surfer speak (“Yah dude!”). You 
know exactly how this one ends; yet 
getting there is such an enjoyable de- 
light.

FLOATING MARKET (2003). Joan 
Kaufman’s documentary follows the 
journey of Venezuela's coastal fisher- 
men as they sail the 40 miles to Cu- 
ragao’s floating markets, leaving their 
families for months at a time.

When he killed himself, Junge, a 
short distance away in the bunker, finally seethed with anger at the shortcomings of her boss. 
Hitlers Sekretarin premiered at the 2002 Berlin Film Festival, on February 10. The next day, Traud!

& & & WHALE RIDER (Columbia TriStar). Based on a novel by Maori writer Witi lhimaera, and 
with consultation from the Ngati Kanohi tribal people of New Zealand, this coming-of-age adventure 
combines unlikely elements: whales, martial arts, family dysfunction. in Ngati tradition, every few 
generations a “whale rider,” or clan leader, comes along. As the film opens, an infant and mother 
die in childbirth; the girl twin survives and is named Pai (Keisha Castie-Hughes), after a tribal an- 
cestor. Fast-forward 11 years. Patriarch Koro (Rawiri Paratene) desperately wants to train a “whale 
rider,” since his son, a sculptor, has rejected the old ways. His granddaughter Pai, despite showing 
unusual aptitude, is ineligible because she's a girl. Yet she bests all the boys at traditional fighting; 
when whales are beached, only she can save them.; and when Koro loses faith, she revives him. tt 
sounds like a recipe for precious melodrama, but writer/director Niki Caro creates a gripping por- 
trait of a people managing to sustain a living mythology. (105m)

Cameron, Paxton, and a group of sci- 
entists and historians went aboard a 
Russian research ship and took two 
submarines two miles under the 
ocean's surface to the explore the 
hulk.

*x*x xINTOLERABLE CRUELTY 
(2003). “Who needs a home when 
you have a colostomy bag?” Yep, 
we're back in Coen Brothers Land, in 
the Big Lebowski neighborhood, at 
the corner of quirky and inconse- 
quential. There’s no reason this film 
should work. It's the product of sever- 
al seemingly incompatible sensibili- 
ties: the Coens versus the three 
screenwriters who worked on earlier 
drafts of the script; the Coens versus 
producer Brian Grazer, who's known 
for making garish, vulgar, expensive 
blockbusters with Ron Howard. But 
though Intolerable Cruelty is as will- 
fully arcane and offbeat as any Coen 
picture, it also has plenty of broad 
laughs, both verbal and visual, not to 
mention two attractive A-List pros act- 
ing at the top of their game. George 
Clooney’s Miles Massey is the 
Alexander the Great of unscrupulous 
Los Angeles divorce lawyers. That 
changes when he meets Marylin 
Rexroth (Catherine Zeta-Jones), 
world-class golddigger and serial di- 
vorcée. Like the flirtatious thieves in 
Ernst Lubitsch’s Trouble in Paradise, 
they recognize each other as kindred 
spirits, but they find it as much fun to 
compete and to betray each other as 
to surrender to their mutual attraction 
Almost everyone else in the movie is 
a typical Coen grotesque, from 
Massey's ancient and intestinally 
deficient senior partner (the subject 
of that colostomy remark) to an asth- 
matic hit man named Wheezy Joe to 
a private eye (Cedric the Entertainer) 
who harasses and hollers at cheating 
spouses as he catches them red- 
handed with his camcorder. The 
Coens are setting themselves up 
again for a charge of misanthropy, but 
their cynicism here is so pure that, at 
least as embodied by Clooney and 
Zeta-Jones, it comes off as a kind of 
romantic ideal. (100m) Boston Com- 
mon, Fenway, Harvard Square, Cir- 
cle, suburbs. 

* IRISH EYES (2002). The title of this 
problematic directorial debut from 
Milton’s Daniel McCarthy hints at its 
propensity for bathos and cliché. As 
kids in ‘50s Southie, Sean and 
Thomas Phalen (Daniel Baldwin and 
John Novak) see their industrious im- 
migrant father gunned down by a rival 
Italian longshoreman on the steps of 
their modest home (the kind with lace 
curtains and “Danny Boy” playing on 
the radio). From that day they forge 
divergent paths, Sean doing jail time 
and emerging to head the Irish mob, 
Thomas hitting the books and be- 
coming a top prosecutor. Sound fa- 
miliar? The missteps that follow aren't 
all McCarthy's fault. He has a sharp 
eye for camera placement, and he 
creates an expansive narrative. The 
least famous Baldwin brother also 
turns in a surprisingly okay perform- 
ance. But these characters and plot 
points — the black sheep, the sainted 
widowed mother, Irish-italian turf 
wars, Sean's doomed dalliance with a 
girl from the right side of the tracks — 
are so stale that it would be near-im- 
possible to make them sing. More- 
over, McCarthy seems more interest- 
ed in choreographing murderous 
melees than in developing believable 
characters. (Never mind the border- 
line sacrilege of scoring a slo-mo 
tableau of a thug shootout to “The 
Foggy Dew,” the stirring tribute ballad 
to 1916's fallen patriots.) It doesn't 
help that the oirish-accented IRA op 
who shows up to help Sean even the 
score is “Booger” from Revenge of 
the Nerds. (110m) Copley Place, 
Fresh Pond (Friday only). 


**1/2 KILL BILL: VOLUME 1 
(2003). Quentin Tarantino's tour de 
force exploits the spectacle and the 
chic of revenge and violence while 
providing the first half (how arbitrarily 
the original three-hour epic was 
chopped in two for convenience of re- 
lease will be seen in February with 
the release of Volume 2) of his fourth 
outing, which lacks the audacity of 
Reservoir Dogs, the formal ingenuity 
and sly irony of Pulp Fiction, and the 


emotional core of Jackie Brown. 
What it has is in-your-face fetishism, 
quite literally in the case of Uma 
Thurman's feet, which dominate the 
screen with unhealthy frequency 
(true, her foot massage in Pulp was a 
key plot point, but it was never 
shown). Other preoccupations in- 
clude recurrent scenes of children 
watching a parent's violent death, the 
spectacle of women inventively 
butchered, often by other women, 
and, of course, the usual assortment 
of prominently displayed edged 
weapons and offensive words (“bitch” 
is his new favorite). The opening 
scene is a black-and-white close-up 
of the bloody, gasping face of the 
Bride (an athletic but uncharismatic 
Thurman), the approaching boots 
(those feet again) of her reptilian 
killer, Bill (David Carradine), his 
soothing, sinister words, a gunshot, 
and the campy surge of Nancy Sina- 
tra singing of Sonny Bono’s “Bang 
Bang (My Baby Shot Me Down)” on 
the soundtrack. Tarantino never fully 
re-creates the verve and the authori- 
ty of these first few minutes, though 
the subsequent tale of the murderous 
assault on the Bride’s wedding party 
and her survival, coma, rebirth, and 
subsequent campaign of vengeance 
against Bill and his Deadly Viper As- 
sassination Squad (of which the 
Bride, a/k/a the Black Mamba ap- 
pears to have been a member — 
stay tuned for Volume 2) sustains in- 
terest in the slow spaces between 
flamboyant set pieces. The sound 
and the fury of slashing samurai 
swords, spouting arteries, dismem- 
bered body parts, and eviscerated 
adolescents orchestrated by Hong 
Kong martial-arts choreographer 
Yuen Wo-Ping underscore the sad 
truth that Tarantino’s action scenes 
are now far wittier than his dialogue. 
Neither do the film's encyclopaedic 
references to international puip- 
movie esoterica fill its emotional and 
spiritual void. Kill Bill may excite, but it 
doesn't move.

**x*xLOST IN TRANSLATION 
(2003). Francis Coppola perfected a 
Style of moody, existential filmmaking 
in his 1974 masterpiece The Conver- 
sation and then seemed to abandon 
it. Maybe he bequeathed it to his 
daughter Sofia, who more than comes 
into her own with her second film, one 
that approaches her father's mastery 
of tone, detail, and rhythm and is 
damned funny as well. Which it would 
have to be with Bill Murray in the cast 
and apparently extemporizing at will 
as Bob Harris, a waning Hollywood 
film star who's in Tokyo to shoot an ad 
for Suntory whiskey (as did Orson 
Welles, notoriously, in the 70s). Had a 
less dadaistic comic mind taken on 
the sometimes slapstick culture clash- 
es involving encounters with Japan- 
ese masseuses, karaoke bars, card- 
wielding business men, and samurai- 
style commercial directors, Transiation 
would no doubt have been too literal. 
As it is, Murray's Bob complements 
nicely Scarlett Johansson’s very seri- 
ous Charlotte, who shivers with nas- 
cent but unfulfilled revelation while 
perched on a windowsill high above 
the streets or picks her way through 
the cherry-petaled emptiness outside 
a Buddhist temple. Both are having 
marital difficulties — Bob’s wife's 
faxed communiqués are one of the 
film's few sophomoric lapses, and the 
growing gulf between Charlotte and 
her callow, go-getter photographer 
husband (Giovanni Ribisi) seems as if 
it might be drawn from Coppola's own 
marriage to wunderkind Spike Jonze. 
But the idyll of Bob and Charlotte is 
erotic, not sexual, and it's touching 
and hilarious, a tour de force for both 
actors. As for the director, she even 
has her own idiosyncratic, auteurial 
motif — lingering close-ups of Jo- 
hansson’s butt.

and writers Camille Thomasson and 
Bart Gavigan on propping up the var- 
ious straw men, symbols, and clichés 
they think they need to tell Luther's 
Story. Joseph Fiennes plays Martin 
early on as a cloddish naif, just to re- 
assure audiences that they won't be 
spending two hours with some kind of 
intellectual; when he must appear as 
a scholar and teacher, he turns into a 
stand-up comic. Now and then Luther 
wrestles alone with his demons, in 
scenes intended to show that he has 
a dark side, though not dark enough 
to endanger anyone but himself. The 
style of the film is encapsulated in the 
slow track-in on our hero as he refus- 
es to recant his writings before the In- 
quisition, a hackneyed underlining 
that proves Till has no faith in his 
actor or his material. Peter Ustinov's 
performance as Prince Frederick of 
Saxony is squirted into the film in little 
blots of disapproval and consterna- 
tion.

***xTHE MAGDALENE SISTERS 
(2002). Focusing on three Irish girls, 


Margaret (Anne-Marie Duff), 
Bernadette (Nora-Jane Noone), and 
Rose (Dorothy Duffy), who in 1964, 
for real or imputed sexual delinquen- 
cy, are sent to a reform school/laun- 
dry run by wicked nuns, Peter Mul- 
lan's film belongs to a long tradition of 
artistic works denouncing the evils of 
Catholicism. Mullan sets out to show 
the true faces of innocence and cor- 
ruption, and two scenes that address 
the power of film to record these 
faces are especially revealing. A visit- 
ing priest shoots a home movie of 
two nuns who act all sweet and em- 
barrassed for the camera, but we've 
already seen this trio committing the 
worst sexual abuses depicted in the 
film. And the movie the nuns and their 
charges watch as a Christmas treat 
turns out to be Leo McCarey’s The 
Belis of St. Mary's: the nuns project 
onto Ingrid Bergman their false ideal- 
ization of a sacrifice they've per- 
formed in bad faith, whereas the girls 


see in her their own self-image of 
martyrdom to repression, of an inno- 
cent sexuality punished and thwart- 
ed. What's odd about The Magdalene 


Sisters is that it plays down the on- 
screen representative of enlighten- 
ment (Margaret, who's portrayed as 
the most intelligent of the girls and 
the one best equipped to carry her 
first-hand knowledge of injustice into 
the reformist future) in favor of the 
character (Bernadette) who incar- 
nates the victims’ identification with 
their torturers. The satisfaction we're 
afforded is inseparable from nostalgia 
and from a perverse complicity with 
what Mullan’s film indicts.

MYSTIC RIVER (2003). This 
Clint Eastwood film based on Dennis 
Lehane's novel follows three child- 
hood friends: Kevin Bacon as Mass- 
achusetts State Police detective 
Sean; Sean Penn as Jimmy, a small 
kingpin in the working-class Boston 
neighborhood where the film takes 
place; and Tim Robbins as the trou- 
bled Dave.

Eastwood never 
seeks to torment the audience with 


abuse of 11-year-old Dave by per- 
verts, the death of Katie (which the 
viewer, with Jimmy, is left to imag- 
ine).

Whitlock isn’t depraved, he’s just all 
too human as he knocks back a beer 
on duty or slips away in the squad car 
for a tryst with his married mistress, 
Ann (Sanaa Lathan). His foibles don’t 
get him in trouble as much as his 
chivalry, and when he employs un- 
orthodox means to help out Ann with 
her finances and with her abusive 
husband, Chris (Dean Cain), his 
good intentions explode into a har- 
rowing, hilarious nightmare of shock- 
ing disclosure and desperate deceit. 
Franklin demonstrates the kind of 
black comic irony that electrified the 
Coen brothers’ Blood Simple, and the 
hero's cavalier disregard of ethical 
principles approaches amoral cyni- 
cism. But Washington never leaves 
Whitlock’s essential decency and re- 
sourcefuiness in doubt as he tries to 
solve a grisly double homicide before 
the official investigation fingers him 
as the culprit. With its moody South- 
ern setting and ambiguous hero, the 
film recalls Franklin's stunning One 
False Move, except that here the tone 
is more absurd than tragic, under- 
lined by the scene-stealing perform- 
ance of John Billingsley as the wise- 
cracking pathologist Chae, Whitlock’s 
raffish buddy and the antic soul of the 
movie.

And a tale of three repre- 
sentative heroes: Charles Howard 
(Jeff Bridges), an optimistic entrepre- 
neur (his invocation of “the future” is 
one of the film's many catch phras- 
es); “Red” Pollard (Tobey Maguire, 
vague and sleepy where he should 
be pungent and precise), a half-blind, 
Bard-quoting journeyman jockey 
down on his luck, and Tom Smith 
(Chris Cooper, putting in the film's 
best performance), a horsewhisper- 
ing, plainsdrifting “crackpot” and bril- 
liant trainer. Pollard and Smith turn 
Seabiscuit into a winner, and 
Howard's prescient knack for PR 
turns him into a sensation. Indeed, it's 
Howard as a huckster that captures 
Ross's imagination; the film is largely 
a compendium of soundbites and 
platitudes illustrated by montages, all 
of which make Seabiscuit seem like 
its own 134-minute trailer. Worse 
Ross at times ventures into Ken 
Burns territory, reining in his narrative 
for archival footage of soup lines or 
sepia-tinged stills of Detroit factories 
backed by the twangy Randy New- 
man soundtrack and the namby- 
pamby bromides of perennial Burns 
collaborator David McCullough.

When Peter Dinkiage first 
appears on screen, a close-up of his 
ruggedly handsome, melancholy 
face is followed by a longer shot re- 
vealing his full height: four feet, five 
inches. It's a visual jolt, but as soon 
as he speaks, all you notice is that 
he’s a good actor. His Fin has found 
a niche working in the Golden 
Spike, a Hoboken model-train shop, 
with his friend Henry. Then one night 
Henry drops dead, and his will be- 
queaths to Fin an abandoned rail- 
way depot in desolate Newfound- 
land, New Jersey. Joe (Bobby Can- 
navale, as irresistible as a big 
puppy), an extroverted but sweet- 
natured Puerto Rican, parks his hot- 
dog van on the property and insists 
on serving up his small talk with 
Fin’s café con leche. Olivia (Patricia 
Clarkson, again proving she’s one of 
America’s best actresses), a recluse 
mourning the death of her son and 
estranged from her husband, almost 
runs Fin over in her SUV, twice. Cleo 
(Raven Goodwin, vastly appealing 
but not cute), a lonely grade-school- 
er, bumps into Fin while he’s walking 
along the train tracks and shyly be- 
friends him. Fin serves as a mirror to 
all, revealing who they are by 
reflecting their shortcomings — 


though when he tries to become 
something more, his confused ef- 
forts end in a stunning sequence of 
drunkenness, rage, and self-immo- 
lation. Director Tom McCarthy is a 
filmmaker of the long-take, little-dia- 
logue school, and though the film 
drifts a bit in the middle, this cesthet- 
ic perseveres. (88m) Kendall

***x1/2 SUZHOU RIVER (2000). 
The narrator of Lou Ye's hard-boiled, 
hard-luck, Shanghai-set and Vertigo- 
influenced tale is an aimless, cynical 
videographer-for-hire who wanders 
into a neon-lit tavern and is soon em- 
broiled in romance with alluring bar 
girl Meimei. She has her own tale, a 
flashback story about a bicycle couri- 
er who helps kidnap a teenage girl 
and then demands an insultingly low 
ransom, whereupon Moudon cata- 
pults off a bridge into the Suzhou, 
seemingly committing suicide (just 
like Kim Novak). The bicycle courier 
refuses to believe she's dead; eventu- 
ally he stumbles into that same 
Shanghai bar and sees Meimei and 
is sure she’s Moudon. So now we 
have the videographer and the ex- 
courier both battling for the love of 
Meimei, who might or might not be 
the disappeared Moudon. The two 
plots, the two time sequences, and 
the doubling of characters all merge 
beautifully, setting in motion the film's 
appropriately downward-spiraling dée- 
nouement. Lou Ye is an independent 
Chinese writer/director to watch, and 
there’s a stunning Gong Li-level per- 
formance by the young actress Zhou 
Xun, who as Moudon/Memei runs the 
gamut from flighty, multi-mooded 
teen to world-weary, Dietrich-like 
femme fatale. In Mandarin with Eng- 
lish subtitles.

** 1/2 SYLVIA (2003). You'd hardly 
know that Sylvia Plath was a cele- 
brated poet from Christine Jeffs’s 
cheerless, claustrophobic bio-pic; 
she seems just another depressive 
woman with a cheating husband who 
plunges into despair, madness, and 
death. To make such a film is not a 
negligible accomplishment: backed 
by Gwyneth Paltrow's uncompromis- 
ing if unenlightening performance as 
Plath and Daniel! Craig's as the bril- 
liant but ultimately craven Ted Hugh- 
es, Plath’s faithless husband and fu- 
ture British Poet Laureate, Jeffs com- 
piles some harrowing scenes from a 
marriage. Her sense of time and 
place — the stifling furnishings and 
clothes of pre-Kennedy-era America, 
the sooty cold and ugly wallpaper of 
the kitchen-sink England of the early 
‘60s — evokes a convincing sense of 
oppression. Yet if the suffering comes 
through loud and clear, the exaltation 
that engendered the poetry doesn't 
— in one scene Plath sits idly at a 
typewriter and then heads to the 
kitchen to bake a cake for her unde- 
serving spouse. The closest to a mo- 
ment of reverie occurs when Syivia 
and Ted punt down the Cam and she 
declaims Chaucer to the bewildered 
cows on the river bank. Instead of po- 
etry, paranoia gets full play: at one 
dreadful dinner party, Plath accosts 
the couple who are their guests and 
accuses the woman of having an af- 
fair with her husband. Paltrow con- 
veys the meltdown with almost comic 
flair. Plath’s dotty, you think; then it 
turns out she was right. It's only when 
the film leaves her point of view and 
follows Hughes to a liaison that her 
vision is vindicated. Otherwise, Sylvia 
provides scant illumination, only a 
terrifying, inexorable dimming of the 
light. (110m) Kendall Square, West 
Newton, suburbs. 


**xTAKING SIDES (2003). The 
opening of Istvan Szabd's film — a 
musical performance interrupted by 
an aerial bombardment — echoes 
that of another film about the conso- 
lation of art and the nightmare of his- 
tory: The Pianist. In the latter, the 
Luftwaffe is bombing Warsaw to open 
World War tl; in the former, the Allies 
are bombing Berlin to end it. The sim- 
ilarities are not surprising, since 
Robert Harwood wrote the screen- 
play for both films (Taking Sides is 
based on his play). But unlike Holo- 
caust survivor Wladislaw Szpilman, 
Wilhelm Furtwangler (Stellan Skars- 
gard) enjoyed the greatest privileges 
of the Third Reich because of his 
artistic gifts. Was it collaboration? 
Major Steve Arnold (Harvey Keitel), 
the US Army officer assigned to 
Furtwangler's case, seems to think 
so. Played by Keitel, he’s the epitome 
of brash American bullying. Which 
doesn't automatically make Furtwan- 
gler more convincing, though he's 
played with restrained, tormented 


dignity by Skarsgard. Furtwangler in- 
sists his intent was to preserve the in- 
tegrity of music and the distinction 


| between politics and art; Arnold tells 


him he could smell the stench of 
burning flesh four miles away when 
they liberated Bergen-Belsen. De- 
spite the title, Szabé seems noncom- 
mittal, as in his 1981 Mephisto, a 
more flamboyant take on the same 
subject. He suggests that the sides to 
be chosen are not between Furtwan- 
gler and Arnold but between art and 
compromise, conscience and practi- 
cality — and that perhaps no one 
who has not had to make that choice 
is truly fit to judge those who have.

Yet director Marcus 
Nispel, whose credits are largely 
Janet Jackson videos, dusts off the 
basic elements and comes up with 
something surprisingly affecting. It 
won't stick in the pit of your stomach 
the way the original did, but it does 
offer some hair-raising turns. That's 
largely thanks to the foreboding am- 
biance Nispel creates, but the key is 
the heroine-in-peril performance by 
buxom babe Jessica Biel.

It’s directed in down-and-dirty, 
in-your-face video style by Catherine 
Hardwicke, an accomplished produc- 
tion designer who wrote the script 
with teenager Nikki Reed.

She's 
the “hot” girl in seventh grade, the 
envy of bookish girls like Tracy (the 
terrific Evan Rachel Wood) who see 
themselves as geeks desperate for 
the cool social status that Evie and 
her clique represent. Overnight, it 
seems, Tracy changes from good girl 
and budding poet into a shoplifting, 
glue-sniffing hellion under the spell of 
the manipulative, screwed-up Evie. 
And as Tracy turns sullen and un- 
reachable, Holly Hunter grabs hold of 
the film with her lacerating portrayal 
of a well-meaning parent who's lost 
control of her child. Hunter's Melanie, 
a hip, hardworking single mother bat- 
tling her own demons, hits not one 
false note.

Choices. was told that didn’t necessarily 
have sum “introduce” the contents 
the section. merely had essay about 
the arts, subject choosing. 

That mandate was license kill. And 
over the past five years, I’ve been all over the 
map describing experiences the arts 


excitement, anxiety, boredom, sleepiness, 

daydream reveries. The job the critic 

more often than not report work 
art object. This what means 
“objective” arts journalism. Art 
product. Which more and more these 
days means art commodity. 

it’s been fun liberating, even 

these essays look art not 

product, but process. And not even 

the artist’s process, but own. Even 
the self-indulgent, undisciplined alterna- 
tive press, surprised how 
often editors remind our writers: 

“No one cares about you and your 

feelings. The reader wants hear about 

the thing you were assigned cover.” 

What joy, then, finally get 
own precious feelings off chest, like 
the psychoanalyst shrugging off the veil 
his objective distance, rising from his 
chair, and shouting the back the 
analysand’s head there his couch: 
“What about problems?!” 

here are problems, friends. 
The arts have become commodified 
this point that it’s virtually impossible 
tell journalism from advertising. Editors 
thrust and parry with publicists creat- 
ing the fiction actual “arts news.” Part 
of the editor’s job is to create a product 
that will attract attention, find 
and the right headline that will make 
walkers the city stop one our 
little red boxes, open the little plastic- 
windowed door, and take one of those 
suckers home. Pass around. love it, 
our advertisers love it. 

not trying denigrate the 
marketplace. love the marketplace 
much the next bourgeois liberal. 
often told publicists out there: “We 
need your help this one.” which 
might reply: helping you isn’t our job. 
Our job is to serve the reader. And our 
reader best served our enthusiasms 
critics. Our enthusiasm unmediated 
hype. couple “Bests” ago, quoted 
the art critic Dave Hickey the value 
“little stores” you know them, the 
little out-of-the-way places, the used- 
record and -book stores, the rock and 
jazz clubs, the specialty shops, even the 
fancy-ass galleries. Like Hickey, once 
found myself fancy-ass gallery 
this one Newbury Street inquiring 
about particular artist and, much 
surprise, the gallery manager offered 
pull some the artist’s work out the 
back room. Even though was quite 
clear was not customer. Hickey 
says, the defining characteristic little 
store not size affluence, per se, but 
that “people would talk you not 
because you were going buy 
something, but because they loved the 
stuff they had sell.”

For more than century, Bostonians have taken great 
delight the Esplanade, one the many green gems 
designed Frederick Law Olmsted. While most famous 
outsiders as the locale of the annual Fourth of July Boston 
Pops concert, it’s embraced year-round locals who love 
the way its paths hug the Charles River and offer the most 
attractive views Cambridge. Pedestrian bridges give 
access Beacon Street and also crisscross the inner 
lagoon (which now features gondolas!), there can 
much variety your jog, walk, cross-country-skiing 
excursion you like. 

Despite being home urban horrors one the most 
infuriating rotaries the Commonwealth, looming high 
rises, and congested shopping plaza Fresh Pond also 
synonymous with green space.

Best place people watch 


Because tourists think it’s the ritziest spot town, and 
because wealthy shoppers try prove the tourists right, and 
because alternakids like mock both the wealthy and the 
tourists, Newbury Street the ideal people-watching spot 
Boston. With the Ritz one end and Allston Beat the 
other, the personality the street could not more 
oppositional. Snag seat outdoor café and you can 
check out the latest designer styles strutting parade, 
eavesdrop unwashed hipsters arguing over which 
underground bands really matter. 

you head over Harvard Square, the next hot 
musician might playing one half-dozen street 
corners “the pit” (home irony-free late-model punks 
dressed would-be Ramones and Sid Vicious costumes). 
Professors from around the globe stroll past Irish boys 
seeking bars; baby dykes scowl Abercrombie Fitch 
preppies; and Lyndon LaRouche acolytes try out-talk 
street preachers.

Best urban bike route 


The Charles River Bike Path extended loop following 
the Charles River along the Storrow Drive bank from the 
Museum Science Watertown Square and following the 
Memorial Drive bank back, for hearty 17-mile total 
length.
